Lansdowne Makes Urgent Plea for 
Termination of War. 


DEFENDS NORTH SEA TREATY 


Says British Government is Satisfied 
with Russia’s Pledges—Speech at 
Guildhall Banquet. 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—At the Lord Mayor's 
banguet at the Guildhall to-night Foreign 
Sectetary Lansdowne, in the absence of 


Premier Balfour, who by the advice of his | 


physician is still resting his injured leg, 
was the principal speaker, representing the 
Government. The 250 guests included the 
Aroclibishop of Canterbury, the members of 
the’ Cabinet, the foreign representatives, 
memmpers of Parliament, and other promi- 
nent persons. 

etd Lansdowne made a strong plea for 
peace and arbitration. He pointed out to a 
jange and rather unsympathetic audience 
that arbitration was the only way in which 
thé North Sea dispute with Russia could 
have been equitably settled, and almost in 
thé same breath drew a vivid picture of the 
horrors of the struggle now proceeding in 
the-Far East. 

Between the lines of every reference the 
Foreign Secretary made to the Russo-Japa- 
nesé war Was an urgent plea, amounting al- 
Thost to a demand, that it might be settled 
by arbitration. 

The speech wus a carefully prepared 
siatement made before what is considered 
the most representative gathering of lead- 
ing-men of Great Britain held in the course 
of the year. As such it was generally in- 
terpreted as a bolder bid for intervention 
than has yet emanated from any neutral 
power. America was writ large in this 
speech, for which Great Britain had been 
waiting for many days. 


REGARDED AS PLEA FOR RUSSIA. 


By most of his nearers, who to-night had 
their first opportunity of hearing the For- 
eign Office’s views and who-hitherto had 
based their ideas on Mr. Balfour's much- 
criticised Southampton speech and bellig- 
érent editorial articles in the newspapers, 
Lerd Lansdowne's utterances regarding the 
North Sea affair were regafded almost as a 
plea for Russia. 

The Foreign Secretary, who responded to 
the teast, ‘‘ His Majesty’s Ministers,” fref- 
aced his speech by saying: “That great 
statesman John Hay recently remarked 
that -war was the most futile and fallacious 
of ftuman follies.” jie went on to say:

Board Recommends. Three Battleships 
and More Cruisers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Three battle- 
ships, five scout cruisers, six torpedo boat 
destroyers, six torpedo boats, and two 
Squadron ccliiers, at an aggregate maxi- 
mum cost of $41,300,000, is the building pro- 
gramme which the General Board of the 
navy has recommended the Secretary of the 
Nayy to urge Congress to authorize at its 
next session. 

Secretary Morton will refer the recom- 
mendations to the Board of Construction 
for comment and indorsement, and wi!l 
base his recommendation to Congress on 
the reports of the two boards. The Gen- 
eral Board's recommendations are signed 
by Admiral Dewey, the President of the 
board. 

Homoge: eity is earnestly urged by the 
board as the gfeat need of the navy. Partly 
for this reason and partly because of the 
general commendation at home and abroad 
of the latest type of .Ameérican battleship 
the board suggests thdt the new battleships 
shall be of the general type of the Connécti- 
eut class.

MONROE THE BANNER COUNTY | 


Holds the Up-State Record—Small Re- | 
publican Plurality in “Lou” 
Payn’s Neighborhood. 


Roosevelt defeated Parker in the State of 
New York according to the latest returns 
obtainable last night by 175,287. The Pres- 
ident carried every county but four, New 
York, Queens, Richmond, and Schoharie 
giving a majority of their votes to Parker. 
Queens and Schoharie are regularly Dem- 
ocratic, though Queens did go for McKinley 
in. 1896, only Schoharie remaining true to 
the Democracy in that great’ Republican 
tidal-wave: year. 

Monroe County holds the place of honor, 
giving Roosevelt a plurality of 14,221, a 
plurality neyer attained before by any can- 
didate of any party in an up-State coun- 
ty. Only. Kings County and New York 
Counties have given pluralities either way 
exceeding it. The best Monroe ever did 
in its eighty-three years of existence hardly 
approximated 8,000. Erie with 12,994, Onon- 
daga with 12,482, Chautauqua with 10,328, 
and St. Lawrence with 9,544 were next with 
huge Republican pluralities. 

The greatest surprise, including Erie and 
Monroe, was the great plurality Roosevelt 
received in Albany and Westchester Coun- 
ties, where Leader Barnes and National 
Commiteeman Ward upheld the ticket of 
Roosevelt and Fairbanks in notable style. 

Hamilton County, which went Democratic 
in 1902 by 88, got back into the Repub- 
lican lines.

His Plurality in the State 74,950 Over 
: Herrick. 

Frank W. Higgins, Republican candidate 
for Governor of New York against D Cady 
Herrick, the choice of the Democratic Con- 
vention, carried the State by a net plurality 
of 74,920, based on the most reliable figures 
obtainable last night. In most instances 
the returns are from the special correspon- 
dents of THE NEw York Tims throughout 
the counties of the State, and were ob- 
tained at the offices of the County Clerks. 

The aggregate pluralities of Higgins total 
156,479, as against aggregate pluralities for 
Herrick of 81,559. 

Higgins repeated the feat of Gov. Odell 
in carrying every county the latter carried 
in 1902, and Herrick followed Coler by 
carrying the seven counties the Brooklyn 
man won in 1902, but no more. In a word, 
Kings, New York, Queens, Richmond, Rock- 
land, Schoharie, and Hamilton acted on the 
Governorship exactly as they did in 1902. 

Onondaga did best for Higgins, to judge 
from the figures, giving him a plurality of 
9,542. S*t. Lawrence was next with 9,230; 
Chautauqua gave 8,816 and Monroe 7,861. 
Erie gave Higgins 4,971. It gave Odell only 
a@ little more than 300 plurality in 1902. 

New York, of course, did best for Herrick, 
Manbattan and that part of the Bronx in 
New York County giving him 61,102 plural- 
ity. Kings gave him 13,359, Senator Mc- 
Carren was able to best Timothy L. Wood- 
ruff on this feature of the struggle, but fell 
down in the effort to win in his domain for 
Parker.

The figures show that Parker and Higgins 
were cut consistently throughout the five 
boroughs, the knifing of Parker being at- 
tributed to Tammany antipathy and the 
slashing of Higgins to Republican anti- 
Odellism. In the entire city Roosevelt 
ran 21,241 ahead of the Republican candi- 
date for Goyernor, while Herrick ran 23,494 
ahead of the Democratic candidate for 
President. 
In the whole city there was but one dis- 
trict where Roosevelt did not run ahead of 
Higgins, the Fourth Ward of Richmond 


| having given 927 Republican votes to the 
! candidate for Governor against 913 to the 
| candidate for President. 


The rebuke to Odellism was particularly 
emphatic in Manhattan’s Republican dis- 
tricts. The Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sey- 
enth Assembly Districts, extending from 
Fourteenth Street north to Fifty-third and 
including the central portion of the city be- 
tween Seventh and Lexington Avenues, a 
section which never has changed its Re- 
publican mind, gave Rooseyelt 8,798 votes 
and Higgins 7,834, a falling off of 964 for 
the Governor-elect. 

In the Twenty-ninth, which includes the 
exclusive residential section along the 
eastern edge of Central Park, and is Repub- 
lican, Roosevelt received 6,216 votes, or 
1,075 more than Higgins. On the upper west 


side, in the Nineteenth, which is heavily 
Republican, and the Twenty-first, which is 
normally so, Higgins aren far behind, 
and down town in the fth, which in- 
cludes part of Greenwich Village, Washing- 
ton Square, and also Mayor McClellan, a 
district safely Republican, Higgins ran 349 
votes behin sevelt.

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‘TO PARTY: CONSERVATISM 
Partial Retreat Sounded Instead 
of a General Advance. 


PARKER DID BEST HE COULD 


Inexpedient as Well as Wrong to At- 
tempt Conciliation of Industrial 
and Financial Despots. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Nov, 9.—Willlam J, 
Bryan to-night gave out the following 
statement concerning yesterday’s election, 
which is intended to serve as his comment 
on the result and as an answer to reports 
connecting him with a movement looking 
to the formation of a new party: 

“The Democratic Party has met with an 
overwhelming defeat in the National elec- 
tion. As yet the returns are not sufficient- 
ly complete to permit analysis, as it is im- 
Possible to say whether the result is due to 
an actual increase in the number of Re- 
publican voters or to a falling off in the 
Democratic vote. This phase of the subject 


/will be dealt with whea the returns are all 
‘Jn. The questions for consideration at this 


time are, What lesson does the election 
teach? and, What of the future? 

“The defeat of Judge Parker should not 
be considered a personal one. He did as 
well as he could under the circumstances; 
he was the victim of unfavorable conditions 
and of a mistaken party policy. He grew in 
popularity as the campaign progressed, and 
expressed himself more and more strongly 
upon the trust question, but could not over- 
come the heavy odds against him. 


AS TO THE COINAGE QUESTION. 


“The so-called conservative Democrats 
charged the defeats of 1896 and 1900 to the 
Party’s position on the money question, and 
insisted that a victory could be won by 
dropping the coinage question entirely. The 
conventiou accepted this theory, and the 
platform made no reference to the money 
question, but Judge Parker felt that it was 
his duty to announce his personal adher- 
ence to the gold standard. 

“His gold telegram, as it was called, 
while embarrassing to the Democrats of 
the West and South, was applauded by ths 
Eastern press. He had :he cordial indorse- 
ment of Mr. Cleveland, who certified that 
the party had returned to ‘safety and san- 
ity’; he had the support of the Democratic 
papers which bolted in 1896, and he also 
had the aid of nearly all of those who were 
prominent in the campaigns of 1896 and 
1900, and yet his defeat is apparently great- 
er than the party suffered in either of those 
years. 

“It is unquestionable also that Judge 
Parker’s defeat was not local, but general, 
the returns from the Evstern States being 
as disappointing as the returns from the 
West. 

“The reorganizers are in complete con- 
trol of the party, they planned the cam- 
paign and carried it on according to their 
own views, and the yerdict against their 
plan is a unanimous one. Surely silyer can- 
not be blamed for this defeat, for the cam- 
paign was run on a gold basis. Neither 
can the defeat be charged to empkatic con- 
demnation of the trusts, for the trusts were 
not assailed as vigorously this year as they 
were four years ago. It is evident that the 
campaign did not turn upon the question of 
imperialism, and it is not fair to consider 
the result as a personal victory for the 
President, although his administration was 
the subject of criticism. 

“The result was due to the fact that the 
Democratic Party attempted to be con- 
servative in the presence of conditions 
which demanded radical remedies. It sound- 
ed a partial retreat when it should have 
ordered a charge all along the line, 

‘In 1896 the line was drawn for the first 
time during the present generation between 
plutocracy and democracy, and the party’s 
stand on the side of the democracy alien- 
ated a large number of plutocratic Demo- 


crats who in the nature of things cannot 
be expected to return, and it drew to itself 
a large number of earnest advocates of re- 
form whose attachment fo these reforms is 
_ stronger than attachment to any par- 


REPUBLICAN PARTY’S POLICY. 


‘The Republican Party occupies the con- 
servative position. That is, it defends those 
who, having secured unfair advantage 
through class legislation, insist that they 


shall not be disturbed, no matter how op- 
pressive their actions may become. 

The Democratic Party cannot hope to 
compete successfully with the Republican 
Party for this support. To win the support 
of the plutocratic element of the country 
the party would have to become more plu-

REPUBLICANS IN. HOUSE 


More Than Three Times as Great 
as the Present One. 


CANNON TO SUCCEED HIMSELF 


Party Captures a Seat in North Carolina 
—Chairman Cowherd Beaten 
in Missouri. 


The Republican House majority in the 
Fifty-ninth Congress will be so big that it 
will be fairly unwieldy. The later returns 
show that it foots up to 100, and there are 
Republican contests promised in several 
districts which have apparently elected 
Democrats. When these are disposed of 
th majority may be an even hundred. 

Republicans have only thirty-one ma- 
jorty’ in the present House. There is no 
dout” that Speaker Cannon will succeed 
himsest and in the Fifty-ninth Congress he 
will haee an opportunity to make a reputa- 
tion among the great Speakers. In the first 
Session of the Fifty-eighth legislation was 
held down to an unprecedented extent, so as 


to avoid injuring the Republican chances in ; 


the campaign, and little of any importance 
was done except to pass appropriation bills. 
With the tremendous majority they will 
have in the Fifty-ninth, the Republicans 
will be able to do as they please, which they 
did not have in the Fifty-eighth. The new 
Congress will contain 243 Republicans and 
148 Democrats. 
_ The surprising run that President Roose- 
Vvelt made in North Carolina, where the 
“grandfather clause’”’’ prevents the ne- 
grces from voting, was accentuated hy the 
election of Spencer Biackburn, a Republic- 
an, to Congress from the Eighth District. 
Blackburn was once before elected to Con- 
gress, but at that time the negroes were 
allowed to vote. 
~Among the ironies of the election is the 
defeat of Chairman Cowher’ of the Demo- 
Fatic Congressional Committee and the 
narrow escape of Chairman Babcock of the 
Republican Committee. Babcock had a 
reckribbed district, and his majority nor- 
mally is over 8,000. He was at first re- 
ported defeated, but he squeezed through 
¢ by a majority of only 284. These two men 


had charge of the election of their col- ' 


deagues, and their failure to look after 
themselves furnishes one of the humors of 
the campaign. 
©Rme, to the depleted Democratic minority, 
for he was one of their strong men. 

I Rhcde Island, where Gov. Garvin came 
elose to re-election, the Democrats man- 
aged to save Representative Granger. 

In Colorado Representative Shafroth, 
(®em.,) who resigned his seat in Congress 
because he found his election tainted with 
fraud, was rewarded with a re-election, 
While the other two Congress seats were 
given to Republicans. As the three were 
e4ndidates at large, and were all voted for 
on the same ticket, the discpimination in 
favor of Shafroth hy Repdblican voters 
cannot be doubted. His Republican oppon- 
ent, however, claims to have been elected. 

The sweep was so great that of the twen- 
ty-one. Ohio Congressmen the Democrats 
claim only one. They say they have elect- 
ed Chairman Garber of their State Com- 
mittee, but the Republicans do not admit 
at. If Garber is beaten the delegation wiil 
be solidly Republican. 
| There is one ray of light for the Demo- 
crats in the Arizona election, where Mark 
Smith was re-eiected Delegate by 500 ma- 
jority and the Legislature is overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic. As Arizona has no 
Electoral vote, and Smith cannot vote in 
Congress, it is ccld comfort. but this vote- 


less district was the only doubtful one that 
the Democrats carried.

There was some reorganization talk 
among Democrats yesterday. It was 
started, perhaps, by a story coming from 
Melvin G. Palliser that William Jennings 
Bryan, William R. Hearst, and Thomas E. 
Watson would hold a meeting in this city 
next week to plan a reorganization along 
radical lines with Mr. Bryan as the leader. 
This was promptly denied by Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Hearst. 

The friends of Judge Parker who were 
his party managers in the last campaign, 
like William F. Sheehan, August Belmont, 
De Lancey Nicoll, and their associates, are 
also said to have in mind several ideas of 
reorganization for the Democratic Party. 
all with Judge Parker as the leader, but 
they did not discuss them yesterday. 
Alone of the close Parker men, William §. 
Rodie, who was Chairman of the State 
Committee’s Bureau of Organization, in- 
dulged in talk along these lines for publi- 
cation. Last night Mr. Rodie issued this 


statement:

It aleo reveals the actual strength of the con- 
servative Democracy, which must in the future 
be the nucleus of’a party which will successfully 
appeal to the country; a party founded on the 
principles jof equal opportunities for every cliti-

Alton B. Parker is the natural leader of such 


a Democracy, and he owes it to his country to 
accept the responsibility. 


Later in the evening Mr. Hearst also gave 
out the following statement in regard to 
what he believed to be the future of the 
Democratic Party: 

I have no knowledge of any meeting between 
Mr. Bryan, Mr. Watson, and myself, as has 
been reported. I think the Democratic Party 
will reorganize itself on a basis of true Democ- 
racy, eliminating the Wall Street influences 
that proved so disastrous in this campaign, and 
I, as a loyal Democrat, will be very happy to 
see that done. I am always ready to cont ite 
my own services and those of my papers to the 
Democracy for reorganization or any other pur- 
pose, if they shall be required, 

I shall be glad to Work witb all loyal Demo- 
crats for the success of Democtatic principles, 
but I think the loyal Democrats are quite capa- 
ble of choosing their own leaders, and I imagine 
this point now will be conceded by those who 
endeavored to force leaders upon them. 


James K. McGuire, ex-Mayor of Syracuse 
and the Chairman of the State Executive 
Committee in two campaigns, said last 
night that while he fully appreciated the 
personal value of Judge Parker as a candi- 
date, he was not surprised at the elec- 
tion results except as to the magnitude of 
the Republican victory. 

*““Yesterday’s election makes Mr. Bryan 
the biggest man in the Democratic Party, 
and the natural leader from now on,” said 
Mr. McGuire. 

According to information from the West, 
Mr. Taggart, who will remain Chairman 
of the National Committee for four years, 
wants to establish permanent headquarters 
for the committee in Indianapolis. This 
idea, it is said, wit be combated by the 
other party managers, who want the per- 
manent headquarters in this city. 

Joseph G. Johnson of Kansas, who was 
the Chairman of the National Executive 
Committee in both Bryan campaigns and 
who has been at National Headquarters 
for three months, said yesterday:

ROOSEVELT COMES NEAR 
TO BREAKING RECORD 


Few New York State Pluralities 
Approaching His. 


MR. BRUCE OUTRUNS HIGGINS 


Cleveland’s Record Plurality in 1882 
Never So Thoroughly Beaten 
Except in 1896. 


The latest returns from the sixty-one 
counties of New York State show Roosevelt 
triumphant in all but New York, Queens, 
Richmond, and Schoharie. His pluralities 
in the fifty-seven counties that he carried 
aggregated 213,562, and the Parker counties 
gave the defeated candidate an aggregate 
of 38,275. This leaves the President 175,287 
net plurality. 

There are few pluralities in the history of 
the State of New York approaching it. Mc- 
KXinley’s stupendous plurality over Bryan 
in 1896 aggregated 268,000. Black’s plurality 
over Porter that year aggregated 212,000. 
McKinley’s plurality over Bryan in 1900 ag- 
gregated 143,000, and Odell’s plurality over 
Stanchfield the same year aggregated 111,- 
000. Morton defeated Hill in 1894 by an ag- 
gregate plurality of 156,000. Up to 1896 
Cleveland’s defeat of Folger for .Governor 
in 1882 by 192,000 was the highest mark 
ever achieved. 

M. Linn Bruce of New York City, candi- 
date for Lieutenant Governor, will succeed 
Higgins as President of the Senate by a 
much larger plurajity than his running 
mate from Cattaraugus. The election of 
Bruce gives the Lieutenant Governorship 
to the metropolitan Qiatrict again, where 
it was held for six years by Timothy L. 
Woodruff of Kings, who was successively. 
elected with Black in 1896, Roosevelt in 
1898, and Odell in 1900. 

Julius Mayer, also of New York County, 
will. succeed Attorney General John Cun- 
neen of Erie. This year the Prohibition- 
ists’ vote did not suffice to save the Erle 
leader, as it did in 1902. 

John F. O'Brien of Clinton succeeds him- 
self as Secretary of State, receiving the 
average plurality obtained by Bruce and 
the others on the ticket, with the excep- 
tion of Higgins and, perhaps, Van Alstyne. 

Henry A. Van Alstyne of Columbia suc- 
ceeds himself as Surveyor, to which place 
he was appointed by Gov, Odell, vice Ed- 
ward A. Bond of Jefferson, who resigned to 
become chief of the Canal Board which 
will build the $101,000,000 barge canal 

Otto Kelsey of Livingston, who became 
head fiscal officer of the State, also by. 
appointment of, Gov. Odell, on the resigna- 
tion of Nathan L. Miller of Cortland to 
succeed the late Burr Mattice as Justice 
of the Sixth Supreme Court District, will 
succeed himself as Controller. 

The election of Tuesday continues tle 
cofhplete control of the Republicans in the 
State, which they gained through the elec- 
tion of Morton in November, 1894, when 
Hill was supposedly driven out of politics, 
but soon returned to confound ..s enemies 
and elate his friends. In the Fall of 1803 
the Republicans began their series of mar- 
velous successes by electing Palmer of Al- 
bany Secretary of State, and the balance 
of the ticket, driving Isaac F. Maynard to 
defeat for Court of Appeals. 

In 1894 they elected Morton and in 1895 
re-elected Palmer, Colvin, Adams, Hancock 
and Roberts on the State ticket. In 1896 
they retained control of the Governorship 
by electing Black, and in 1898 named a new 
State\ticket and elected it with Roosevelt 
as Governor. In 1899 there was nothing to 
do but elect 150 Assemblymen. 

This the Republicans did in a majority of 
instances. In 1900 they again scored great 
successes, and so have they gone on since, 
winning year after year, sometimes nar- 
rowly ana sometimes by great pluralities. 
in 1897 Judge’ Parker administered a tem- 
orary reverse by defeating William J. Wal- 
ace tor Chief Judge and in 1902 the defeat 
of Werner by Gray and that of Coman by 
Cunneen were temporary setbacks, but 


they count but little against the ten years 
of brilliant successes.

ALAS, POOR PLUNKITT! 


Beaten for Senate by Young Republican 
Whom He Despised. 


After having served for twelve years in 
the State Senate and two years in the As- 
sembly, George Washington Plunkitt, the 
Tammany leader of the Fifteenth Assembly 
District, has been defeated for re-election 
to the Senate from the Seventeenth Senate 
District by Martin Saxe, Republican, who 
has a plurality of 344 votes. 

Piunkitt’s defeat was one of the big sur- 
prises of the election in New York. Never 
having been defeated, he had come to be 
regarded as invincible. He boasted that 
he would be returned to the Senate as long 
as he wanted to go. 

“T am worth $3,000,000, and I would just 
like to’see the man who would be able to 
beat me in my district,” was his favorite 
way of expressing his confidence in his 
everlasting hold on his constituency. 

When Saxe was nominated against him 
by the Republicans Plunkitt expressed ab- 
solute contempt for his competitor. Saxe 
was both young and without much means— 
two fatal defects ‘in the eyes of Plunkitt. 
He first realized -that Saxe might be a 
troublesome opponent when Saxe made a 
brief but ceed ngly pointed reply to a 
speech of Plunkitt’s, in which, in his pe- 
culiar way, he had claimed credit for every 
improvemént of note in New York City, 
and concluded by saying:

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PORT ARTHUR GARRISON 
ON POINT OF FAMINE 


Men Living on Less Than Two 
Pounds of Bread a Day. 


TWO GREAT FORTS SILENCED 


Tokio Hears of Renewed Attack—Chi- 
nese Town Almost Completely 
Demolished. 


LONDON, Thursday, Nov. 10.—Special 
dispatches from Port Arthur and Che-Foo 
which are printed in this morning’s news- 
Papers add little to the recent news of the 
besieging operations at Port Arthur, but 
give terrible descriptions of the condition 
of the besieged. 

The Daily Mail’s correspondent before 
Port Arthur describes the Russian killed 
and those taken prisoner as greatly emaci- 
ated, and asserts that the men subsist en- 
tirely on a daily ration of less than two 
pounds of black bread. 

The Daily Telegraph's Che-Foo corre- 
spondent says the task of burying the 
bodies of the slain at Port Arthur ts now 
beyond control, and that the corpses are 
simply pitched into the new dock excava- 
tions near Golden Hill, where there are only 
a few feet of water. The condition of the 
helpless women is heartrending. Several 
groups of women going to market have 
been blown to pieces. The street scenes in 
Port Arthur are sickening. 

Bennet Burleigh also sends to The Daily 
Telegraph a harrowing picture of the con- 
dition of the wounded in Port Arthur, of 
whom vast numbers are lying unattended 
within the inner forts. 

In the name of common humanity, he 
thinks, some effort should be made on be- 
half of the helpless sufferers. and he sug- 
gests that as soon as possible they should 
be taken upon neutral ships flying the Red 
Cross and transferred to hospitals at Che- 
Foo and Shanghai. 


SILENCE PORT ARTHUR FORTS. 


Tokio Hears of Attackers’ Success— 
Civilians Reinforce Garrison. 


TOKIO, Nov. 9.—It is reported that the 
Japanese have completely silenced the forts 
on Rih-Lung and Sung-Shu Mountains, and 
that their main strength is now attacking 
Etse Mountain. 4 


CHE-FOO, Nov. 9.—A junk which left 
Port Arthur on Nov. 7 hag arrived here, 
bringing the news that the garrison up to 
that time had repulsed all Japanese at- 
tacks. 

The junk was intercepted by a Japanese 
torpedo boat, which confiscated all the cor- 
respondence on board.- Two Chinese who 
were on the junk were executed by the 
Japanese, 

According to the stories of other Chinese 
arriving here the Japanese continue to 
bombard Port Arthur, and the shells are 
falling so incessantly that the Russians 
have practically abandoned the repair of 
the works protecting the harbor. 

Citizen volunteers and the police are now 
reinforcing the garrisons of the forts. 

So many men were killed on both sides 
during the latest assault that many bodies 
lay unburied for days, and in some in- 
stances dogs, which had been driven from 
the town, assuaged their hunger by eating 
the dead, 

In a few cases where this was seen the 
horror-stricken Russian sharpshooters 
killed the dogs. 

Some months ago the Russian authorities 
ordered that all dogs seen on the streets 
should be shot, with the result that half- 
famished creatures have been roaming the 
hills. 

The Chinese say that the forts on Golden 
Hill have done practically no firing for 
months past, and it is believed their am- 
munition has run short. 

The demolition of the Chinese new town 
is almost complete, a thousand houses hav- 
ing been destroyed for the valuable fire- 
wood they contained. The town is con- 
stantliy catching fire, and the majority of 
the warehouses and stores belonging to 
foreigners have been burned to the ground. 

Sixty Chinese who have arrived here left 
Port Arthur yesterday owing to the high 
price of food. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 9.—There is the 
greatest rejoicing here at the failure of the 
recent Japanese attacks on Port Arthur. 

The papers are filled with columns of 
praise, interspersed with poems eulogizing 
the gallant defense made by Gen. Stoessel 
and the heroic garrison. The firm convic- 
tion prevails here that Gen. Stoessel will 
never surrender and that if the fortress 
falls the garrison will go down fighting. 

According to information received by the 
War Office 50,000 is a low estimate of the 
Japanese losses before Port Arthur, 


ALL QUIET ALONG THE SHA-HO. 


Increasing Cold Makes Prospect of a 
Big Battie Doubtful. 


MUKDEN, Nov. 9.—All is quiet on both 
the Russian and the Japanese lines south of 
this place. Both armies continue the work 
of intrenching, and reinforcements are rap- 
idly arriving. 

The increasing cold makes the prospect 
of a Winter campaign doubtful, as military 
movements now would be attended with 


great difficulty. 
Fuel and forage are scarce and dear. 


RIOTS ATTRIBUTED TO VODKA. 


Russian Recruits Think They Have a 
Right to Get Drunk. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Noy. 9.—The rioting 
by conscript and reserve men in various 
parts of Russia is attracting much atten- 
tion. 

The Novoe Vremya attributes the whole 
evil to vodka, pointing out that in all coun- 
tries where conscription prevails recruits 
bound for the front consider that they have 
the right to become intoxicated and that 
when drink is denied to them they proceed 
to break into brandy shops. 

The Novosti. comments on the fact that 
most of the riots have occurred in the Jew- 
ish zone, but says it is notable that in no 
ease did they take the form of anti-Jewish 
affairs, no distinction being made between 


Jewish and Christian proprietors of shops, 
the eonscripts and reserve men being only 
determined tv obtain vodka.

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ARBITRATION DETAILS SETTLED. 


Anglo-Russian Agreement Over North 
Sea Affair Completed. 


ST, PETERSBURG, Nov. 9.—Final de- 
tails covering the Anglo-Russian Conven- 
tion regarding the North Sea incident have 
been completed by the acceptance by Rus- 
sia in writing of certain points. 

Invitations will now be issued jeintly by 
the two Governments to the United §tates 
and Franee to appoint Admirals to serve on 
the Commission, which wil] méet at the 
earliest possible moment in Paris to gelect 
the fifth member. In case of the failure 
of the four Admirals to agree on @ fifth 
member the two powers will ask a s0V- 
ereign to name him. 

Although neither Russia nor Great Britain 
pledges herself in advance to punish the 
offenders, both agree to accept the findings 
of the commission, thus impesing upon each 
other a moral obligation to deal with any 
culpability established according to the laws 
of the respective countries. 

The Russian inquiry into the reported 
firing on the German fishing vessel Sonn- 
tag by the Baltic Squadron having estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of the authorities 
that one of the Russian warships did fire 
upon the German vessel, with the result 
that she lost her fishing nets, Russia has 
agreed to pay full compensation to the 
owner of the Sonntag.

AT KINGS BIRTHDAY FETE 


Baron Kaneko Brings Nation’s 
Message to Universities’ Men. 


HAIL ROOSEVELT’S NAME 


Diners ** Delmonico’s Loydly Teast the 
President and King Edward— : 
Latter Sends Greeting.

The birthday of King Edward VII. was 
celebrated last night at a dinner at Del- 
monico’s, given by the British Schools and 
Universities Club. The dinner, while @ 
tribute to England’s King and full of en- 
thusiasm every time his name was men- 
tioned, nevertheless resolved itself later 
into a remarkable demonstration for Japan, 
brought about by. the speech of Baron Ken- 
taro Kaneko, formerly Japan's Minister of 
Justice and a member of the Japanese 
House of Peers, 

Hardly less marked was the enthusiasm 
and cheers which greeted the toast of the 
President of the United States when the 
name of Theodore Roosevelt was men- 
tioned. A great cheer went up from the 
diners, and, waving the American and Eng- 
lish flags with which the tables were deco- 
rated, a mighty chorus of “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” rang out. 

The big banqueting hall was profusely 
decorated with the standards of Great 
Britain, Canada and the United States, 
and the frequent references to the entente 
cordiale between England and this country 
evoked much applause, The Rev, Arthur 
H. Judge, M. A., Bishop's College, Canada, 
presided, and with him at table were Sir 
Percy Sanderson, the British Consul Gen- 
eral; Baron Kaneko, Bishop Potter, Yves 
Guyot, ex-Minister of Public Works of 
France; Sadazguchi Uchida, Consul Generai 
of Japan; President John H. Finley of the 
New York University, Dr. James A. 
Meek, R. H. Trule, Mornay Williams, Wai- 
lace Downey, Robert L. Harrison, and R. 
A. C. Smith. 

The enthusiasm first found vent when 
Dr. Judge read the cablegram of congratu- 
lations sent to King Edward, and the King’s 
reply. The cablegram hailed the King as 
“the peacemaker in the life of the nation,” 
and prayed that his Majesty’s effort might 
have every fruition. The King’s message 
was signed by Sir Francis Knollys. It was 
as follows: 

The King thanks you and all the members of 
the British Schools and Universitiss Club of 
New York for your congratulations and good 


wishes on the occasion of his birthday. 
KNOLLYS. 


Tren came the toast to the King, and 
every one arose and sang the national an- 
them of Great Britain. Dr. Judge toasted 
him as “a true King of England and of 
the Irish people, whom he believes in and 
appreciates.”’ 

In introducing the toast to ‘‘ The Presi- 
dent” Dr, Judge said: 

‘John Morley said, ‘It is a part of a 
man’s religion to see that his country is 
well governed.’ For weeks we have been 
dwelling upon and discussing the affairs 
of this nation, a nation, gentlemen, in 
which we absolutely believe, a nation 
which has our extremest admiration. Its 
people have made answer to the question 
that has been agitating them for so long 
and the answer has been a tremendous one 
from a people who believe they are well 
governed and are content to leave that 
government in the firm, strong hands of 
Theodore Roosevelt.” 

A mighty wave of applause swept over the 
room, and after three cheers and an- 
other, the national anthem of the country 
was sung with gusto. 

One of the most amusing incidents of the 
dinner came when Baron Kaneko was in- 
troduced. On the programme he was down 
for a toast on “ Eastern Civilization,’ but 
it appeared that he had been asked to the 
dinner by David A. Munro of The North 
American Review, who asked him to speak 
on ‘‘ Japan, the Hope of Asia.’"’ When the 
Baron arose he pulled from his pocket a 
roll of paper that looked like a manu- 
script, and, smiling suavely, he said that 
he had spent a whole day writing out his 


address on the latter topic only to find 
when he came to the dinner that he was 
down for an entirely different speech. Some 
of the members who " through the sub- 
terfuge laughed, but Mr, Munro rose and, 
asking the audience to pardon his pavesTup: 
tion, said he knew that the diners would 
be glad to hear the Baron on the topic 
originally set. 

Baron Kaneko looked quizzically at his 
audience, but he quietly replaced the man- 
uscript in his pocket and said: 

‘*No, I will keep this prepared speech as 
a souvenir, and will 
neous address on ‘ Eastern Civilization.’ 
He spoke of the civilization of 1,500 years 
ago, when that of the Chinese was engraft- 
ed on the Japanese civilization. Since the 
time of Perry, he said, the nation had been 
engrafti the civilization he brought upon 
its own, just as it had the civilization of 
the Chinese centuries ago. 

**We are doing all this,”” said the Baron, 
“not because we want to become a yellow 
= to the white people of the earth, but 

ause we want to come into the civiliza- 
tien of the globe. If we succeed, now that 
the struggle for our national existence is 
on, we 1 attribute it to the mighty influ- 
ence of the nation over which reigns King 
Edward the Seventh, and to the United 
States, and on behalf of the Japanese peo- 
ple I want to exnress our sincere gratitude 
to the Anglo-Saxon race,"’ 

For fully three minutes after the Baron 
had finished his speech the cheers of the 
diners continued, not only English cheers, 
but cries of “ Banzai Bitppon| " a cry that 
seemed to please Baron Kaneko mightily. 

Sir Percy Sanderson’s toast dealt with 
the entente between the United States and 
Great Britain. He said if people knew each 
other better many things would not happen, 

*‘In the deplorable events which lately 
happened in the North Sea,” he said, “ and 
the grave situation arising therefrom, how 
difficult would it have been to arrive at an 
understanding but for the French entente 
and for the pacific feeling engendered by 
The Hague court, for the value of whic 
we have to thank in great measure the 
President of the United States, whom his 
countrymen have but yesterday so signally 
honored.” 


Bishop Potter spoke to the toast ‘‘ Our 


Sister cieties.”” M, Yves Guyot spoke in 
French to “ The Anglo-French Entente,” 
and Dr. Finley to “ The Modern University 
and Its Functions.” 


AUSTRALIAN COTTON GROWING. 


Soil and Climate Favorable, but Nothing 
Done to Establish Crop.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 9.—The recent cot- 
ton crisis in England is still agitating the 
industrial circles of that country, accord- 
ing to United States Consul Stephens of 
Plymouth, England. In a report Mr. Ste- 
phens writes that much attention is being 
paid to the possibility of raising cotton in 
Australia. Mr. Stephens says: 

“The Curator of the Botanical Gardens 
at Palmerston, Australia, writes to a local 
paper that the soil and climate of the coast- 
al region of the northern territory of South 
Australia are admirably adapted to the 
culture of cotton. In that region it is found 
in many places among the indigenous vege- 
tation. There are, the writer asserts, thou- 
sands of acres of land suitable for the 
growth of cotton and blessed with a never- 
failing rainfall. As yet, however, no effort 
has been made to introduce cotton growing 
in Australia. Ei 

“Some progress has been made in the 
British Central African protectorate. Two 
years ago, as an experiment, 692 pounds of 
cotton were sent from the protectorate to 
England, and this was increased to 58,000 
pounds last year, for which an average of 
8 pence (16 cents) a pound was paid in the 
English market. This year it {s expected 
that no less than 800 tong will be shipped 
to England, and that treble this quantity 
will be produced in 1905.”

LONDON, Nov. 9.—The afternoon news- 
papers adopt Judge Parker’s congratulatory 
telegram to President Roosevelt as describ- 
ing ‘‘ with exactness and compression ”’ the 
result of the election. 

Such headings as “A Vote of Confidence "’ 
and ‘“ Roosevelt's Triumph” are placed 
over all the editorials, The election is re- 
garded by all the afternoon newspapers as 
a “ pledge that America will play her part 
in the solution of all international questions 
upon the side making for justice and the 
development and pecarese of the human 
race”’ and as “affording a guarantee that 
Great Britain’s present relations with 
America will not only be maintained, but 
probably will be strengthened.” 


BERLIN, Novy, 9.—Government circles re- 
gard President Roosevelt’s election with 
satisfaction, as it means a continuance of 
the United States’ present policy toward 
Germany. 

The relations between the President and 
Emperor William are believed to be of a 
more pleasant kind than ever before be- 
tween a German sovereign and a President 
of the United States, as indicated by the 
rather frequent personal messages’ sent 
through their respective Ambassadors. 

Some of the newspapers consider that the 
election will increase the friendliness be- 
tween the two Governments, and mention 
the fact that President Roosevelt's sug- 
gestion of an arbitration treaty with Ger- 
many is ready for acceptance as an example 
of the present good feeling.

VIENNA, Noy. 9.—The greatest interest 
is shown in Austria in President Roose- 
velt's success, in relation to its influence 
upon commercial affairs. Austrian com- 
merce has suffered severely by reason of 
the high American tariff, and it is feared 
that in future European merchants will 
find it still harder to enter the American 
market than before. 

The President’s so-called imperialistic 
tendencies are also largely discussed by the 
Austrian press. It is significant, however, 
that the Fremdenblait, the organ of the 
Foreign Office, does not share the appre- 
hension expressed elsewhere of ssible 
danger from this source. The Fremdenblatt 
says: 

‘Imperialism embodied in such a man as 
Roosevelt will not. lead the Nation into an 
adventurous policy. He is manly, he has 
sense enough not to be led away by any 
well-o’-the-wisp, and is strong enough to 
resist senseless popular clamor,"

SUBWAY AIR ALL RIGHT 
SAYS PROF. ALFRED SPICE 


Finds Slight Loss of Oxygen in 
Samples from Trains. 


THINKS DR. SEIBERT. WRONG 


If Oxygen Goes, He Says, Carbon Diox- 
ide Must Appear—Doesn't Find 
This in Hurtful Quantities. 


“I was so thoroughly convinced that 
there must have been a mistake in the ex- 
amination of the air of the Subway as pub- 
lished by Dr. August G. Seibert, showing a 
loss of 8 or 9 per cent, in oxygen,” said 
Prof. Alfred Spice, who is in charge of the 
chemical laboratories at the Cooper Union, 
yesterday, ‘“‘ that I have made some exami- 
nations of the air taken from the Subway 
on Monday night. 

“TI went ‘th a couple of my associates 
and took sampies of the air from a local 
train between Thirty-third and Forty-sec- 
ond Streets, where the level of the Subway 
is lowest, and from an express train be- 
tween the Seventy-second and Ninety-sixth 
Street Stations. In all I took six samples, 
four of which I have analyzed. If the 
oxygen had disappeared as Dr. Seibert in- 
dicated the natural inference was that it 
must have combined with carbonic acid gas 
to produce carbon dioxide. I discovered 
that in the three samples taken from local 
trains the amount of carbon dioxide shown 
was but 10 parts in 10,000, which showed but 
6 parts in excess of that which exists in 
normal air, In the air taken in the ex- 
press trains even the percentage was little 
higher, about 20 parts in 10,000, a condition 
that would naturally exist where air is so 
long confined as it is in the closed cars, 
with no ventilation between the stations, 

“TJ found to my surprise that the amount 
of carbon dioxide was no gréater than it | 
would be in the cars of the express serv- 
ice on the Ninth Avenue road, where the 
cars are closed between Christopher and 
One Hundred and Sixteenth Streets, The 
amount of oxygen found in the air was 
19.6, which is but a trifle over 1 per cent, 
below the normal. ‘The oxygen found in 
the three other specimens examined showed 
20.7, 20.6, +1 20.1 per cent. respectively, 
with 20.8 the normal. I could find no evi- 
dences whatever of the great devitalization 
that Dr. Seibert claimed to have discovered 

“As to the quantities of carbon dioxide 
discovered in the air, I should say that it 
would take at least 2% per cent. more to 
make the air 80 bad as to induce a head- 
ache,’ which 50 parts in 10,000 would prob- 
ably do, a headache that only reaching fresh 
and normal air would cure. I am certain 
that such a point will never be reached un- 
less the Subway should be closed for some 
time and the passage of trains absolutely 
suspended. I can imagine that the percent- 
age of carton dioxide found in the express 
train sample might cause temporary de- 
pression and lassitude after a twenty min- 
utes’ ride for a person with weak lungs, 
but that it would produce any serious re- 
sults I cannot. imagine: 

“To me the means for ready ventilation 
of the tunnel is simply in the installation 
of a series of small fans that will drive the 
foul air out of the Subway through a series 
of ducts that might be placed through the 
sidewalks along the route, and which could 
easily be constructed so that they would 
not be a nuisance to the public.” 

There was no placing of advertising signs 
in the Subway yesterday, and no more will 
be placed until permission is given by the 
board after the approval of plans which will

"IN ANEW “ CANFIELD’S” 


Jerome and Burke Swoop Down on 
West 82d Street House. 


CAPTURE GAMBLING OUTFIT 


Tammany Leadér Foley Goes on Bonds 
‘0f Four Prisoners—Raid Without 
Knowledge of Police. 


A. raid promoted by Superintendent 
Richard H. Burke of the Goddard Anti- 
Policy Society and backed by District At- 
torney Jerome was carried out early yes- 
terday morning, when they entered the 
heuse at 120 West Eighty-second Street 
and captured four men, an elaborate gam- 
bling outfit and over $5,000 in money. 
Thirteen men and two women, alleged to 
have been playing at the tables, were al- 
lowed to go after the house had been 
searched.. The place has been called a new 
“ Canfield’s.” 

When the prisoners were arraigned later 
in the Tombs Court, their counsel, 
Daniel O'Reilly, asked for an adjournment 
until Nov. 16, tea which Mr. Jerome agreed. 
The District Attorney asked Magistrate 
Cornell that all the papers in the case 
be placed where no one but the Magistrate, 
the District Attorney, and the prisoners’ 
counsel could have access to them. 

As a reason for keeping the affair quiet, 
Mr. Jerome said that there was some- 
thing about it which he didn’t want to 
make public just yet. Besides the women 
who were playing, Mr. Jerome said that 
he saw other women in the house. 

The house is a handsome four-story 
‘structure in a fine residential district. The 

)raiders agreed to rendezvous at 12:30 on 
the front stoop, and at that hour Mr. 
Jerome, in evening dress, and three As- 
sistant District Attorneys, Lord, Corrigan, 
}and Kernochan, arrived as_ scheduled. 
Supt. Burke of the Goddard Society had 
f managed to get into the house earlier 
in the evening, and he bought, it is said, 
over $100 worth of chips, all of which he 
lost. Then he excused himself, and one 
of the managers accompanied him to the 
door. When the door was opened Supt. 
Burke held it ajar and Mr. Jerome and 
his three assistants walked in. Five of 
Supt. Burke’s men slipped in after the 
Jerome party, and went on up to the 
second floor. J 

They stepped into a room in which was 
a crowd of men and two women. Supt. 
Burke made the announcement that all 
might consider themselves under arrest, 

Nwhereat there was considerable astonish- 
ment, -but no excitement. One of the men 
recognized the District Attorney and said 
to him: 

“I wish I could have had the pleasure, 
(Mr. Jerome, of meeting you under different 
circumstances.”’ 

“It's all in a lifetime,’ responded the 
District Attorney. 

Mr. Jerome telephoned to the West Six- 
\ty-eighth Street Station and told Capt. Dil- 
lon, who did not know that the raid had 
taken’ place, to send around the patrol 
wagon for the prisoners. The wagon took 
two trips to take the prisoners and con- 
fiscated outfit to the station. 

After being held in $1,000 bail each by 
Magistrate Cornell the four prisoners were 
allowed to wait in the courtroom without 
going to jail until a bondsman, in the per- 
son of “Tom’”’ Foley, Tammany leader in 
tthe Second Assembly District, was secured. 
Besides Foley there were many other Tam- 
‘many politicians in the courtroom. One of 


them remarked that he couldn’t understand 
why the place was raided, as it had been 
doing business under all kinds of adminis- 
trations for years and-was considered im- 
mune. 

The four prisoners gave the names of 
James Dunbar of 100 West Seventy-eighth 
Street, Edward Barclay of 73 West Thirty- 
fifth Street, James J. Whitbeck gf 120 
‘West Eighty-second Street, and arris 
Parr of 219 West Highty-third Street. 

The house has been under suspicion for 
‘Some time past, and Capt. Dillon of the 
"West Sixty-eighth Street Station has had 
it under surveillance, but never has been 
able to get evidence against it.

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BUILDING-LOAN LOSERS 
GET TEN PER CENT. MORE 


Receiver Preston Recommends 
Further Dividend to Stockholders. 


TOTAL TO DATE $3,900,000 


That Is Against $8,000,000 Liabilities 
When Concern Went Under—Gross 
Balance Last Year $251,518. 


The report, filed yesterday, of the work 
of Charles M. Preston, receiver of the New 
York Building-Loan Banking Company, for 
the year ended Sept. 14 last recommends 
that the court grant authority to pay a 
10 per, cent. dividend to the stockholders, 
and furnishes data which prompts the be- 
lief that in all 45 per cent. will be saved to 
them from the wreck of the concern. 

The defunct institution, which had its 
offices at 111 Fifth Avenue, was closed 
early in the Autumn of 1903, with liabilities 
amounting to about $8,000,000, so that if a 
dividend of 40 per cent. is declared $3,000,- 
000 will have been literally pulled out of 
the fire. At the outset there appeared lit- 
tle prospect of bringing order out of the 
chaotic condition of the company’s affairs. 
The report just filed was not required by 
law. It was prepared in the belief that the 
12,000 interested stockholders would appre- 
ciate the opportunity to get at all the 
facts, 

These are set forth in seventy pages of 
typewriting, the reports and tabulations re- 
quiring a quarter of a million of words and 
figures to cover every point the receiver 
had to do with. The suggested dividend 
of 10 per cent. would amount to about 
$220,000 on outstanding stock, leaving out 
of question and for court action the guar- 
anty stock, Class W, declared profits on 
shares, and declared profits on Class W, a 
dividend on which would amount to about 
$94,000. The net mixed assets of the com- 
pany at date are $1,087,332.92. 

When the receiver assumed control he 
found that to meet nearly $200,000 in obli- 
gations, such as taxes, interest, &c., on 
property investments, he had but $35,651.81, 
so that the assets of the company were in 
jeopardy. The situation was bridged over 
by securing a general restraining order 
halting litigation and permitting the accu- 
mulation of cash, and Mr. Preston states 
that as a result of his first vear’s work in 
this regard nearly all of the mortgages on 
properties in his hands will be continued 
by the mortgagees practically as long as he 
is permitted to continue his present policy. 

His cash ansactions have been: Cash 
received, $1006,501.57; cash paid, $754,- 
983.02; gross balance as of Sept. 14, 1904, 
$251,518.35. 

Mr. Preston found 1,021 parcels of real 
estate in the company’s name either in fee 
or in conjunction with borrowing stock- 
holders. This realty was in New York, 
Yonkers, Mount Vernon, White Plains, 
Long Island, New Jersey, and elsewh:2re. 
Two hundred and sixty-one parcels were 
owned outright by the company, aggregat- 
ing a book value of $2,986,096.54, subject to 
prior mortgages of $1,667,190. Seven hun- 
dred and sixty parcels of real estate were 
held in partnership with stockholders, end 
had an aggregate book value of $4,987,179, 
subject to prior mortgages of $3,070,391.17. 

With the receiver’s report are filed six- 
teen schedules relating to every phase of 
his administration, including the ancillary 
receivership for the New Jersey interests, 
to which he was appointed Dec. 7 last. 
Some of the features of the organization 
and systematizing necessary to coping with 
the situation are interesting. In the year 
Mr. Preston had to defend or institute 992 
suits in the interest of his trust, including 
a suit against the company’s officers for 
loss and damage occasioned by their al- 
leged neglect and wrongful management. 

The details of the management of the 
various properties are fully set forth. They 
comprise sales of 73 parcels, settlements 
with 418 members, the taking up of 73 
properties by process of law, and pending 
transactions in regard to 224 other wroper- 
ties. Of the 249 parcels of the company’s 
property still on hand he is receiving rents 


amounting to $117,000, an amount in «xcess 
of expenses. Operations in realty have 
proved to be profitable. 

The receiver asks for various instructions 
regarding the thirteen classes of stock 
vutstanding. Of Class W he asks: 


Is Class W. which was issued as a guarantee 
of the obligations of the company, and of which 
there are $507,000 outstanding, entitled to any 
participation in the assets of the company be- 
fore all debts and all other stockholders have 
been paid? Also, are installment free shares 
and savings passbooks entitled to dividends on 
the earnings which have been semi-annually 
credited, although in certain cases not earned? 
Also, shall the fines against stockholders be de- 
ducted from the principal sum? Also, may mem- 
bers who have cbtained" loans by giving their 
notes with their stock as collateral, offset prin- 
cipal, and also the profits credited? Also,/are 
the holders of full paid stock at par, who’ pur- 
chased said stock at less than par, entitled to 
dividends upon par, or only on the amount ac- 
tually paid in; said amount sometimes including 

@ sometimes not including premiums paid? 
Also shall payments made in advance on install- 
ment shares, a therefore covering periods sub- 
sequent to the appointment of the receiver, be 
returned in full? 


The question of outstanding liabilities to 
stockholders must be decided by the court. 
Such liabilities may amount to from §$2,207,- 
257.83 to $3,147,136.22. 


Lime Works Damaged by Fire. 

The extensive works of the Rockland and 
Rockport Lime Company, at Kingsland and 
Greenpoint Avenues, Williamsburg, were 
damaged to the extent of $25,000 by fire 
early yesterday morning. The origin of the 
fire is a mystery. When the firemen arrived 
the flames had swept through the entire 
building, and the wind was fanning them 
toward the large tin factory of the Stand- 


ard Oil Company. It wus by hard work that 
the factory was saved.

VAN RENSSELAER ESTATE 
MYSTERY DEEP AS EVER 


Moore, Who Disposed of It in Will, 
Didn’t Know Its Location. 


LAWYER GUARDS HIS SECRETS 


Declines in Court to Answer Questions 
as to the Identity of the 


Life Tenant. 


GLENS FALLS, N. Y., Nov. 9.—Another 
effort was made to-day by the executor of 
the estate of William Moore, the Adiron- 
dack lumberman and mine owner, to gain 
in tcrmation as to the mysterious Van Rens- 
selaer estate dispcsed of by Moore in his 
will. 

All that is known of the estate is said 
by the executor to be in the possession cf 
Eugene L. Ashley, who at the original hear- 
ing in the discovery proceedings instituted 
by the executor refused to answer ques- 
tions put to him on the ground that in an- 
swering them he would be compelled to 
divulge confidential communications made 
to him as an attorney by Moore. He was 
adjudged guilty of contempt of court, and 
carried the matter to the Court of Appeals 
which a few weeks ago held that he need 
not disclose anything told him by Moore in 
relation to the estate, but that whatever in- 
formation he possessed as the result of any 
investigations made by himself he must 
disclose. 

To-day he testified that he had searched 
records in Boston and in Albany in his ef- 
forts to locate the Van Rensselaer family, 
and particulerly William Van Rensselaer, 
the alleged father of Moore, but had found 
nothing except a picture of Stephen Van 


Rensselaer in a museum at Boston, which 
Moore said was that of his grandfather, and 
also a biographical sketch of the Van Rens- 
selaer family, which he found in the State 
bra at Albany, together with a Prin: 

raphic reproduction of a portrait of Will- 
am Van nsselaer. 

Mr. Ashley declined to answer questions 
as to the identity of the life tenant of the 
estate, as to when and where the will was 
probated, and regarding the Jocation of the 
estate, claiming that whatéver knowledge 
he possessed in these particulars was the re- 
sult of a direct confidential communication 
to him from Mccre. He was sustained by 


the Surrogate. 

The testimony showed that Moore him- 
self did not know the exact 1 tion of the 
estate, and that he had arranged a few 
months before his death to have Mr. Ash- 
ley go with bim to California to continue 


the search there. 


JUSTICE OF PEACE ARRESTED. 


Newark Woman Accuses Him of lile 
gally Placing Her in Institution.

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 9.—Justice of the 
Peace Henry Basset was arrested to-day on 
a warrant sworn out by Mrs. Lizzie Van 
Ness of 79 Livingston Street, who charges 
that the Justice illegally placed her in the 
House of the Good Shepherd in this city. 

Mrs. Van Ness alleges that while attend- 
ing a sick infant on Sept. 5 last Basset 
came to her home and asked her to accom- 
pany him, saying that he had the necessary 
papers for her arrest. Thinking her hus- 
band had entered a complaint against her 
she says she accompanied Basset to the 
House of the Good Shepherd, where he told 
her she had been accused of a serious of- 
fense, and he desired her to prove her 
innocence. According to the woman's hus- 
band, who appeared before Judge Sweeney 
with her to-day, he had heard charges 
against his wife, and was advised by Bas- 
set, who agreed to take the woman in 
custody for $10.

B. H. Voelpel, who was summoned, pro- 
nounced his injuries serious. He is also 
suffering with spinal meningitis. The po- 
lice will conduct an investigation. 


TRAIN RAN TO TURNTABLE. 


Passengers Shaken Up—Engine Plunged 
Over—Boy Killed.

ORANGE. N. J., Nov. 9.—Michael Pas- 
quale, fourteen years old, stole a ride this 
afternoon on the tender of an engine that 
was drawing a passenger train toward New 
York. As the train neared the West 
Orange station it ran into an open switch 
leading to a turntable. The train ran on 
the turntable track, and. the engine, after 
giving a severe jolt to the train and crush- 
ing the boy to death hetween the engine 
and tender, plunged into the lot below 
with a crash.

ALLAN PINKERTON ARRESTED ? 


Prisoner Taken in Music Hall Said to be 
the Young Man. 


Assistant Superintendent Seymour Beut- 
ler of the Pinkerton Detective Agency was 
in the Jefferson Market Court yesterday 
to plead for “Charles Clark, twenty-three 
years old, of 1415 Chestnut Street, Phila- 
delphia,” arrested late on election night 
charged with creating a disturbance in a 
music hall at Broadway and Twenty-ninth 
Street. He explained that ‘‘Clark” was 
very ill ‘and could not appear. Magistrate 
Barlow put the case over until Saturday. 

“The man’s name is not Clark,” put in 
the proprietor of the music hall. ‘He is 
Allan Pinkerton, Jr., and I intend to prose- 
cute the case.”’ 

Policeman Dorn of the Bridge Squad said 
that he had ejected “Clark” from the re- 
sort and that within twenty minutes he 
was back continuing the disturbance. Dorn 
says that when he approached him the sec- 
ond time, the young man said, ‘“‘My name 


is Allan Pinkerton, Jr., and you can't put 
me out.” 

Dorn said that the prisoner’s identity was 
fully established by papers found upon him 
at the West Thirtieth Street Station, but 
he gave his name as “ Clark,’”’ and it was 
permitted to stand on the blotter. 


SAY GANG KILLED HIM. 


Hussey Had Had Trouble with the 
“Humpty” Jackson Crowd. 


Vengeance of the “Humpty” Jackson 
gang, is believed to have fallen upon James 
L. Hussey, twenty-three years old, a Phil- 
ippine veteran, who was shot dead soon aft- 
er midnight on election night on the second 
floor of the three-story tenement 851 East 
Thirteenth Street. ‘His relatives say he had 
had trouble with the gang, the leader of 
which was recently sent to join ‘“‘ Monk” 
BHastman in Sing Sing. 

Hussey received an honorable discharge 
from the Eleventh United States Infantry 
eighteen months ago. He lived with his pa- 
rents at 405 East Thirteenth Street. Ac- 
cording to the police, he spent the evening 
drinking with some Italians. Thomas Hus- 
sey, a brother, and Charles Sweeney of 243 
East Thirteenth Street, a private detective, 
say they met him standing in the street 
near his home and tried to lead him to the 
house. He broke from them and dashed into 
the tenement, where he was killed. They 
followed, but as they reached the door 
heard two shots up stairs, and called Po- 
liceman O'Neill of the Fifth Street Station, 
who found the body with a bullet hole in 


the right temple. The scuttles of the house 
and several nearby buildings were found 
open. The police arrested Thomas Hussey 
and everybody in the tenement, eleven in 
all, and among them Mrs. Mary Mack, 
thirty-two years old, who lives on the sec- 
ond floor, and who refused to identify or 
give any other information concerning a 
man who, they say, entered her rooms just 
before the shooting. Magistrate Moss, in 
the Yorkville Police Court, ordered all 
locked up until to-day. The police say they 
believe the actual slayer to be an Italian, 
still at large.

A DECLARATION OF INDEPE™DENCE ? 

The people of the United States have 
declared by an overwhelming vote their 
confidence in the character and policy 
of Mr. Rooseve.rt, It is idle in the light 
of that vote, the most remarkable in our 
political annals, to analyze or discuss 
the attitude of the people toward the 
particular doctrines or purposes of the 
Republican Party or those of the Demo- 
cratic Party. They have said with tre- 
mendous emphasis that they trust Mr. 
RoosEVELT, and with an emphasis still 
more tremendous that they like him, and 
the trust and the liking have relatively 
little to do with the party whose candi- 
date, whose leader, whose practical dic- 
tator he has made himself in the last 
three years. It is most likely that in the 
present condition of their affairs, amid 
the prosperity that prevails. and gives 
every sign of increasing, with the mem- 
ory of the record of the Democratic 
Party for the last eight years fresh in 
their minds, the people would have 
elected any candidate of the Republicans 
that could have been named. But the 
overpowering majorities in all the 
States, the commanding majorities in 
the most “doubtful” States, are 
unquestionably the expression of the 
popular admiration for the man Roossg- 
VELT. It is needless to say that this vast 
army of admirers have put aside as un- 
worthy of attention the evidence that 
has developed during Mr. RoosEvELt's 
Presidential career that he was compro- 
mising with some of the evil forces of his 
party in order to secure the most effect- 
ive union of all its elements in the con- 
test that closed so triumphantly for him 


even 


on Tuesday. 

It is to be said also that those critics 
of Mr. ROOSEVELT who most highly ap- 
preciated the excellent record that he 
had made in his previous posts of actiy- 
ity and responsibility and the service he 
had rendered in aid of purity, honesty, 
and fidelity in public life, but who found 
some of his acts since arriving at the 
Presidency inconsistent with that rec- 
ord, did nevertheless believe that he 
thought in hill sincerity that he was jus- 
tified in the means he used by the ends 
he pursued. The success of his party, 
his own success as the representative of 
his party, he regarded as absolutely es- 
sential to the realization of the destiny 
of the country and the attainment of its 
best aims. If it seemed necessary at 
times to yield to the politicians what, of 
his untrammeled discretion, he would 
have refused, it has been the conviction 
of his critics that he has yielded no whit 
that he did not think necessary to ac- 
complish his purpose, and that that pur- 
pose was intrinsically a good one. That 
is an attitude not without its perils. Mr. 
RoosEveit possibly has not escaped all 
of these. But obviously it is an attitude 
that may be decisively changed by the 
results of Tuesday's vote. It may also

tention “ under no circumstances to be a 
candidate for or to accept another nomi- 
nation.” 

The first fact that must strike anybody 
in considering the situation created by 
the election is that for Mr, RoosEvELT 
no more compromises are needed. The 
suceess they were intended to secure is 
his, and it is so overwhelming that the 
petty influence of particular leaders or 
factions vanishes into insignificance. 
The “recognition” which during the 
last three years could plausibly be 
claimed from the President by the 
Quays, the Platts, the Odells, the Ad- 
dickses has no longer the slightest basis. 
The various agencies that have been em- 
ployed in concentrating the action of the 
party are no longer of any account. So 
far as his personal ambition may be sup- 
posed to have influenced his conduct, 
Mr. ROOSEVELT on the one hand has set 
a term to his own advancement by his 
declaration: on the other the actual 
gratification he has attained is so com- 
plete, so dazzling, that even without that 
declaration, it would place him in a posi- 
tion of absolute domination. And so far 
as concerns the promotion of the Inter- 
ests of his party after he shall have re- 
tired from its leadership, he may well 
think that if the party cannot do busi- 
ness on the ample capital he has pro- 
vided for it without further contribu- 
tions to its unity from him it deserves 
reverse. 

In the light of these facts the state- 
ment of Mr. Roosftve.t, made the in- 
stant the result, of the election was 
known, evidently the fruit of mature 
deliberation with reference to that re- 
sult, may fairly be regarded as a decla- 
ration of independence from those influ- 
ences, from that kind of party allegiance, 
which in the recent past have seemed to 
him requisite. Certainly it is not easy 
to see how any politician, however pow- 
erful, can present to him, in the next 
four years, any inducement to depart 
a hair’s breadth from what he believes 
to be the very best line of conduct. Still 
less can any politician, however auda- 
cious, approach him with the faintest 
suggestion of what might happen should 
the President disregard his suggestions. 
We have from time to time these last 
fifteen years called attention to the solid 
and valuable service done by Mr. Rooss- 
VELT in the promotion of the mafrit sys- 
tem, and that service has never been 
more substantial than during his incym- 
bency of the Presidential office, The 
underlying principle of that system in its 
broadest development is that merit and 
not partisanship shall determine the se- 
lection of public servants from the high- 
est to the lowest. Freed from the com- 
plications created by the customs and 
traditions of party rule, holding his 
great office by the unprecedented popu- 
lar decision of Tuesday, himself an exam- 
ple not of partisan promotion but of the 
people’s approval, his opportunities for 
applying the principle we have defined 
are almost unlimited. It is the one way 
in which he can add to the extraordinary 
honor that he has won. 

THE ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT OF 
THE SUBWAY. 

The statement lately given out by Mr. 
NIcoLA THsLa, impeaching the electrical 
equipment of the Subway as wrong in 
principle and inferior in quality, does no 
great credit to his reputation, which had 
been previously impaired by what may 
fairly be described as a commercial ex- 
ploitation. Statements of this sort are 
easily made and may bring those who 
make them, especially if they are in- 
volved in technical obscurities of thought 
and language, some reputation for wis- 
dom; but they are at best an appeal to 
the groundlings, and this is not the 
method which any one not a charlatan in 
science would care to adopt. 

If Mr. TEes.a is right in saying that the 
system as installed is one representing 
the state of the art ten years ago, and 
that valuable improvements which are 
of controlling importance haye been 
overlooked or discarded, the charge is 
serious. It is not, however, one which 
can be established or defended in the 
columns of newspapers. Mr. Tesia fur- 
ther says: 


The quickness of travel, the safety of the 
public and of the adjacent property, were 
the dominating requirements. These have 
not been properly met. A mistake was 
made in not asking the electric companies 
to furnish the best instead of the cheapest 


equipment, 

Statements of this sort are mischiev- 
ous. If untrue, they will haye some 
measure of popular credence among 
those who think that Mr, TEsLA is so 
great an authority that his unsupported 
assertions may be accepted with confi- 
dence. If true, they are not so made as 
to convince experts that they are even 
founded on fact. If he believes what he 
says ana is willing to put his convictions 
to the proof, he should prepare a paper 
on this subject for the American Society 
of Electrical Engineers, who will gladly 
give him a hearing, will discuss his views 
critically and intelligently, and who con- 
stitute the only jury before which such 
an indictment as he loosely formulates 
can be tried with advantage to the In- 
terborough Company or to the public,

ELECTION NIGHT. 

A stranger to this-country and its peo- 
ple who found himself in the streets of 
New York on Tuesday night would have 
deemed himself fortunate in witnessing 
a great popular rejoicing, such as in- 
toxicated the people of Great Britain on 
Mafeking day. He would have seen the 
streets of the city thronged from 8 P, M, 
until midnight by a carnival multitude, 
all giving voice to what would seem to 
be noisy rejoicing. At the centres where 
bulletins were displayed he would have 
heard the roar of cheers greeting the 
announcement of the result of the count, 
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“mM when the issue cerns tection Wes 
beyond doubt he would have concluded 
that the town had gone mad with joy, 
as it might have done if a great danger 
had been averted or a siege raised. Nat- 
urally he would assume that the people 
were delirious with happiness because 
the Republican candidates had defeated 
their Democratic competitors, and from 
this he might draw the conclusion thata 
great disaster to the Nation had been 
escaped and that what he saw about him 
was @ spontaneous expression of popular 
satisfaction. 

In all of this he would have been quite 
mistaken. Had the election gone the 
other way the celebration would not 
have been noticeably different in char- 
acter and could not have been more 
noisy. To a great extent the same cele- 
brants would have tooted their horns 
and revolved their horse fiddles with 
equal enthusiasm. The only conclusion 
the street carnival warrants is that, be- 


ing normally a serious-minded people, 


attending closely to the practical affairs 
of life and with very few holidays, all 
decorous and orderly public or religious 
functions, we gladly avail ourselves of 
an opportunity to abandon restraint and 
behave like children, pretending to be 
vastly pleased with what may not please 
us at all, or at best may interest us but 
little. In New York, at least, the night 
of a general election, National, State, or 
municipal, has come to be an impromptu 
carnival. It means nothing more than 
that for the moment the tension which 
holds us to the serious affairs of life is 
relaxed, and we find rest and recrea- 
tion in behaving in a very different fash- 
ion from that which is normal to our 
temperament and habit. It makes an 
extremely interesting occasion, but it 
chiefly signifies that we are capable of 
celebrating almost anything when we 
feel like celebrating something. 
NAVY BUILDING. 

When the battleship Connecticut was 
launched at the New York Navy Yard 
recently, attention was attracted to the 
competition between the builders of a 
sister ship—the Louisilana—in a private 
shipyard and the navy officers to whom 
had been assigned the construction of 
the Connecticut. It is well understood 
that the experiment of navy yard con- 
struction on a large scale was under- 
taken in this case for the purpose of 


proving to the country and to the com-. 


peting private shipbuilders that the Gov- 
ernment could build its own vessels as 
quickly and as well as it could under 
contract, While there has never been 
reason to suppose that there had been or 
was likely to be collusion among the con- 
tractors in making their bids on Govern- 
ment work, it was deemed desirable to 
have at least one Government plant ca- 
pable of turning out the largest and best 
ships that might be required for the 
navy, 80 that the large shipyards having 
facilities for such work might not feel 
that they had an absolute monopoly of 
battleship building. Great Britain has 
always depended upon private yards for 
& great part of her heavy construction 
work, but the navy yards at Chatham, 
Portsmouth, and Devon do a consider- 
able proportion of the nation’s navy 
building; and it is noticeable that the 
rapidity of construction in the Govern- 
ment yards compares very favorably 
with that of any of the private concerns. 
Bearing in mind the almost universal 
experience with Government work in this 
country, most persons familiar with it 
have expected, as a matter of course, 
that the Connecticut would not be com- 
pleted until long after the Louisiana was 
ready for delivery; and the progress 
made on the two vessels up to the pres- 
ent time indicates that this expectation 
will almost certainly be realized. The 
Louisiana was launched on the 27th of 
last August; the Connecticut on the 29th 
of last month, The “ progress report” 
made by the Chief Naval Constructor of 
the Navy when the former was launched 
shows that the Louisiana was 54 per cent. 
completed, while the Connecticut's per- 
centage was only 49. There is nothing 
extraordinary in these figures, and, if 
the same comparative rate of progress 
be continued throughout the building of 
the two ships, the advantage gained by 
the private builders will not be sufficient 
to be used as an argument against the 
use of the New York Navy Yard in 
building future battleships, provided 
Congress shoyld authorize the extrava- 
gant programme that has been suggest- 
ed in official circles in Washington;* but 
one of the questions of real interest to 
the taxpayer in connection with navy 
ships relates to the time required for 
building them in this country compared 
with the time required in the public and 
private yards of Great Britain. Without 
citing the “ record’ performances of the 
British yards, it is enough to say that 
the average time in which first-class 
battleships are built in this country is 
very nearly double the time required by 
British builders. These enormously com- 
plicated and costly machines begin to 
deteriorate as s@mn as they are finished, 
Moreover, improvements in design and 
in methods of construction press forward 
so rapidly on the heels of execution as to 
threaten the completed product with be- 
coming obsolete within five years of its 
launching. Consequently a delay of 
about two years in finishing a ship 
means a loss of money and efficiency. 
What is needed on the part of the Gov- 
ernment officers is the selection of the 
best-known types and methods of con- 
struction, an intelligent and foreseeing 
attention to new inventions and mate- 
rials and an elimination of as much 
“red tape” as possible in the execution 
of the plans adopted, pushing construc- 
tion continuously and energetically on 
the lines chosen and making no changes 
that will delay completion unless some- 
thing radically wrong is discovered, 
And, while private shipbuilders should 
be held firmly to the terms of their con-

TWO WITNESSES FOR JAPAN. 

A letter from Japan written by the late 
LaFcapio HEARN to The Atlantic, pub- 
Mshed in the November issue, closes 
worthily a life devoted in great part to a 
study of Nippon, her men, women, ‘and 
ehildren, her landscapes and insects, her 
festivals and arts, her myths and leg- 
ends. It is full of sympathy with the 
people whom the writer elected as his 
compatriots, and as usual he approaches 
hig subject from a singularly intimate 
and individual direction. He notes the 
calm of the people, their brave insistence 
on cheerfulness, and their universal 
avoidance of the bluster and vitupera- 
tion we have heard from Russian com- 
manders and the Russian press. Curious 
are the descriptions of the toys used by 
Japanese children during this war, bat- 
ileships in all sorts of materials, games 
with cards on which Russian and Japa- 
nese soldiers are figured in colors, mod- 
els of Port Arthur with forts and ships 
and a chart of instructions; Korean or 
Chinese landscapes with toy artillery, 
cavalry, and infantry of different sizes 
to permit of diminished proportions in 
the distance. 

One tokoniwa of this sort is arranged 
in a tray full of water, and depicts the 
rocky ocean bed. Otohimé, the daughter 
of the dragon-King, stands on a sub- 
merged cliff with her maidens, and before 
her stand Admiral MaKarorr and the 
hero, Takeo Hirosé, shaking each other 
by the hand, foes united by death, whose 
spirits meet before the queen of the 
ovean. LaFcADIO HEARN marvels at the 
playful confidence of this people in their 
Struggle against the mighty power of 
the West, “their perfect trust in the 
wisdom of their leaders and the valor of 
their armies, the good humor of their 
irony when mocking the enemy’s blun- 
ders, their strange capacity to find in 
the world-stirring events of the hour the 
same amusement that they would find 
in watching a melodrama.” 

Discussing the possible effect on the 
Japanese of a terrible defeat—he wrote 
in July—he:says: ‘‘ Even by the foreign 
peoples that have been most closely in 
contact with her, the capacities of Japan 
remain unguessed. Perhaps her power 
to resist aggression is far surpassed by 
her power to endure.” 

In The Outlook of last week a sterner 
arraignment of Russia is supplied from 
Japan by GEBoRGE KENNAN, who answers 
his own question, Which is the civilized 
Power? in a series of comparisons be- 
tween the governing classes of the two 
countries—greatly to the advantage of 
Japan. In respect to mental and moral 
culture, to enlightenment and religious 
toleration, in the deference to and ob- 
servance of law, in the security to.person 
and property under the laws without 
class distinction, in personal liberty, in 
national and individual integrity, and in 
modesty, morality, humanity, and fair- 
ness he places the Japanese above the 
Russians. Disclaiming any lack of ad- 
miration for the masses of the Russians, 
he assails their Government and privi- 
leged classes: ‘‘ Japan as a Power is civ- 
ilized and modern, while Russia as a 
Power is semi-barbarous and mediae- 
val.” 

It is common to hear the mouthpieces 
of Russian public opinion sneer at the 
sentiment in fayor of Japan in Europe 
and America; their tone is arrogant, and 
to listen to them one might suppose that 
the Russians alone are the receptacles of 
@ true knowledge of the Japanese, while 
the West is suffering from a strange 
form of hallucination or is swayed by 
sordid motives of jealousy, commercial 
and otherwise. The opinion of two men 
so wide apart in character as HEARN and 
KENNAN is worthy of note. They only 
give as eye witnesses the impression 
that thousands of disinterested onlookers 
have formed during the course of this 
cruel and unnecessary war. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-—Enthusiastic commendation or support 
that leads up to an emphatic “ but,” intro- 
ducing an opinion adverse or contradictory, 
is a familiar feature of the letters received 
in newspaper offices, and of course we get 
our full share of such communications. <A 
considerable number of them have recently 
been elicited from people whose imagina- 
tions have been impressed by the achieve- 
ments of motor-driven balloons and there- 
fore are inclined to disagree with our con- 
demnation of these machines as scien- 
tifically unsound and promising nothing of 
ultimate success in aerial navigation, prop- 
erly so called. The curious way in which 


they admit our premises, and, without ques- H 


tioning our logic, deny our conclusions in 
this matter is well illustrated by a letter 
which begins with a really excellent presen- 
tation of the case against the balloon. “A 
gas bag of any shape,’' says the writer, 
“being soft and yielding, merely holding its 
shape by inflation with a highly mobile and 
elastic gas, has to be dragged against the 
air by the power of its motor, and if its line 
of motion be against the wind, even if it 
be possessed of a motor strong enough. to 
pull it ahead, the action of the wind will 
produce a motion in the gas bag transverse 
to the axis of the car which will be the 
more violent as the car succeeds in ad- 
vancing. Very quickly, therefore, the po- 
sitions of the car and the gas bag will be 
so modified as to preclude flight '’—by tear- 
ing the balloon to pieces, he might have 
added. Instead of doing that, however, 
our correspondent enters into an elaborate 
description of a balloon 228 feet long and 
56 feet broad, inclosed with its car in a 


rigid envelope of aluminium. This contriv- 


ance, he gravely declares, would be free 
from the faults of the ordinary balloon,

knowledge or suspicion that the Mormons 
and the Republicans were-in some sort of a 
coalition. The “ gentile’? women voted 
unanimously for PARKER, as anti-Mormon, 
while their sisters among the “ saints,” 
showing the curious contentment with a 
system of which they are themselves the 
chief victims that characterizes so many 
of them, acted as if they were obeying 
orders to fulfill the terms of a Republican- 
Mormon bargain. If this is a correct view 
of what happened, it indicates that the 
women voters were ignorant of or indiffer- 
ent to the larger questions agitating the, 
country as a whole. However that may 
be, the women apparently behaved at the 
polls much like the other voters, and found 
nothing alarming or even inconvenient in 
the treatment they received there. Just 
how many of them suffered keenly from the 
compulsory assumption of an undesired 
responsibility cannot be determined from 
any such reports as are now at hand, but 
doubtless that point will be sufficiently dis- 
cussed in the weeks to come and then we 
may know more about it. As significant 
as anything connected with the matter, 
perhaps, is the fact that the four States 
seem to be fairly well contented with their 
experiment in franchise extension, and that 
their position, so far as known, is that 
while the Innovation has done no particular 
good, it has done no particular harm, and 
has at least served as a sort of an adver- 
tisement. 
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——Now, after it is too late even to think 
of finding for ‘‘ subway” a substitute that 
anybody would use as the popular name 
of our underground railway, a person in- 
conveniently critical points out that the 
word is a mix-up of two languages and 
therefore a thing of horror to the sensitive 
etymologist. The charge is true—the fer- 
mation of the word violates a rule upon 
which much stress is laid by all the ex- 
perts—but just as ‘‘automobile,’’ despite 
the same fault, has held its own against a 
whole army of heavily armed enemies, so it 
is certain that ‘“‘subway”’ will not yield 
its firmly established position to any as- 
sault that may be made upon it, and that 
the suggestion to replace it with ‘‘ subvian ” 
is utterly impracticable. That being the 
case, some comfort may be derived from an 
audacious inquiry as to whether the ban 
upon words like “‘subway” is anything 
more than the formulation ofa closet the- 
ory, not as to the manner in which words 
are manufactured, but as to the manner in 
which a few far from infallible people 
think they ought to be manufactured. Our 
language as a whole is a composite of ex- 
actly the sort that “subway” is, and it is 
not appreciably more criminal to join 
Latin and Saxon in one word than it is to 
use both of them in one sentence—with half 
a dozen more languages added whenever it 
is deemed convenient. The purists may howl, 
but “subway” is a handy, well-sounding 
word of considerable age and good associa- 
tions. A better, in some respects, is ‘ dug- 
way,” which in several parts of the coun- 
try is applied to roads cut in the sides of 
steep hills, but there is a mysterious lack 
of dignity in ‘‘ dugway,’’ and we would not 
dream of advising its use here, half be- 
cause we do not like it and half because 
we are perfectly well aware that nobody 
would heed the advice if we gave it. The 
Subway will be the Subway till the end of 
time, and why, pray, should New York be 
discontented with a word that Boston has 
found entirely suited to its laboriously cul- 
tivated taste? 


-—Beginning with loud and confident 
cries, and a vast deal of exploitation for 
Sheriffs and the deputies thereof and for 
traveling showmen and their aristocratic 
protégés, the ‘‘mam hunt” out in Wyo- 
ming has come to a lamentable conclusion 
of completest failure. The brigands who 
attempted to rob the bank at Cody have 
made good their escape into mountain re- 
cesses whither the representatives of the 
law and others are modestly—and cau- 
tiously—reluctant to follow them, and now 
the assorted huntsmen are drifting back to 
their more familiar haunts with nothing to 
show for their heroic efforts except what a 
traveling salesman would call a fine line 
of explanations and excuses. Unhappily 
for them there seems to be no demand for 
these goods in Wyoming, the populace being 
better content with certain rumors that the 
hunt failed simply because the sympathies 
of the most active and voluble hunters were 
with the hunted. It is openly charged that 
the robbers would have been caught if there 
had been a real desire to apprehend them, 
and that they were allowed, if not assisted, 
to escape because their capture would have 
been inconvenient or expensive to a consid- 
erable number of more or less eminent and 
respected citizens of the State, What truth 
there is in all this we do not pretend to 
know, but the situation is evidently inter- 
esting. 

The “Magic Mirror” of Japan. 
From The London Globe. 

The ‘‘ magic mirror’’ of Japan is a disk of 
bronze, usually from six to eight inches in 
diameter. It is silvered on the front, which is 
@ little convex, and there is a raised pattern on 
the back which is rather concave. The polished 
pattern is generally a landscape, flowers, ani- 
mals, er Chinese characters. It is not visible in 
the front of the mirror, but when strong sun- 
light is reflected from the front of the mirror to 
a wall or screen the pattern of the back is visi- 
ble on the screen in bright lines on a black 
ground. Prof. W. E. Ayrton, F, R. S., with 
Prof, John Perry, F. R. 8., were the first to give 
the true scientific explanation of this magical 
effect. It seems that the design on the back 
alters the convenity of the front, making it flat, 
in fact, along the lines of the pattern. Conse- 
quently the light reflected from the front is not 
dispersed at these points of the design, and they 
appear brighter on the screen.

*Mr, Arnold Dolmetsch, who two years 
@go gave exceedingly interesting perform- 
e of ancient music upon the contem- 
rary instrumeniggfor which it was com- 
Josed, reappeared yesterday with an enter- 
tainment of quite the same general feat- 
ures. He occupied the stage of the Man- 
hattan Theatre with Mrs. Mabel Dolmetsch 
and Miss Kathleen Salmon, and with them 
discoursed music upon the lute, the virgin- 
ai, the harpsichord, viols of various sorts, 
and for the voice, Miss Salmon being the 
Singer. As before, Mr. Dolmetsch emerged 
dn velyet knee breeches and the ladies in 
“ robes and furred gowns" of picturesque 
description. He spoke much in praise of 
old mus‘c, old instruments, and old musi- 
cians, and upheld his thesis that they alone 
&re good and that the chicf characteristic 
in medern music is noise. As a prelude to 
his virginal playing he celebrates its deli- 
cate beauty of tone and informs us that 
‘when we hear one of the pianists of to-day 
we are ware that “ something is somehow 
or other being punched ''—evidently he had 
neglected his opportunity of hearing Mr, 
@e Pachmann the previous day; and he 
likewise informs us that much of the vir- 
ginal music is of such extreme difficulty 
that.no otie to-day can play it. 
“jBtatements such as these go to discredit 
ar. Dolmetsch's soundness of judgment; 
lit, Uke all enthusiasts, he is not to be 
taken literally.- So much of what he offers 
is so charming, and is so nearly unique in 
e musical life of to-day, that much ex- 


may be pardoned him. There 
ney ar suggestiveness in all this mu- 
ic an ts performance that does more 
mh can be done in any other way to 
out the historical background and to 
how far the art of music has trav- 
ed in three centuries, The performances 
emselyes are not particularly notable for 
eir excellence or their spirit, Mr. Dol- 
ch’'s repute in London is no doubt based 
en his proficiency as a player than on 
fg work in restoring the old instruments 
racticability and re-establishing the 
ethods of playing them—matters, indeed, 
high appreciation. The lute, 
f é eat dif- 
ficulty, and the art of manipulating its 
pnctes™ strings is one that cannot be 
arned to-day, for there is none to teach it. 
Yet it. was for centuries the most popular 
of all instruments, cultivated by every 
ene. Later it was supplanted by the vir- 
nal and apigmcnore, and the touch and 
eehnique of these are widely different in 
a respects from those of the pjano-

STOCK MARKET BOOM 
FOLLOWS THE ELECTION 


Brokers Celebrate by Making It 
Biggest Day Except One, 


2,330,656 SHARES ARE SOLD 


London Cables Kept Hot All Day—Early 
Check Caused by Profit-Taking 


Sales Soon Overcome. 
————e 


Wali Street indulged in a wild demonstra- 
tion of jubilation yesterday such as it has 
not seen for many, many years. The elec- 
tion hal gone the way it wanted it to £9, 
and of course there was nothing to do but 
to cele te. Strictly speaking the celebra- 
tion was only a continuation of the hilarity 
which had overflowed the up-town hotels 
until early yesterday morning. Many of 
the brokers who came down® to business 
just before 10 o’clock had not gone to bed 
at @ll and others had only snatched a few 
hours’ sleep, but the cold, gray dawn of 
the morning after was a myth so far as 
they were concerned. 

The market opened with a boom. All 
quotations weis a point and more above 
Monday's close, and the transactions were 
enormous, Ten and fifteen thousand share 
lots came out on the ticker so fast it was 
hard to keep track of them. In the first 
hour over 750,000 shares were traded in, 
before noon the million mark had been left 
far behind, and at the close the total 
reached 2,330,656 shares. This is more 
than has ever been traded in on the floor 
in one day except on the day of the May 
panic of 1901, when over 3,000,000 shares 
were sold. Before that there were a few 
days when transactions exceeded slightly 
2,000,000 shares, 

Brokers’ offices were crowded with cus- 
tcmers. Everybody wanted to buy some- 
thing, but in spite of this heavy buying 
movement the market soon received a check 
because of tremendous profit-taking sales, 
Brokers in a positicn to know suy that 
these sales represented stock held by some 
of Wall Street’s biggest men who were 
“distributing "’ their holdings, as Wall 
Street terms the process of unloading on 
the public. The check, however, was on'ty 
a temporary one, and in the afternoon the 
market advanced again, closing nearly at 
the highest of the day. 

A feature of the market was the enor- 
mous arbitrage transactions with London. 
When the result of the election became ap- 
parent on Tuesday evening many specula- 
tors gave their brokers at their up-town of- 
fices orders to buy in the London market, 
That market was ready to transact business 
at 2:30 A. M., New York time, or 7:30 A. M. 
London time, which is about two hours 
ahead of the usual opening for business on 
the London curb. From then until the 
market opened here the cables were kept 


ot with orders to buy. Many of these or- 
ers were not for aetual stock, but for op- 
tions, and it was expected that these pur- 
chases would be reflected by heavy pur- 
chases for London account in our market. 
For this reason an opening of several points 
up was expected. It did not materialize, 
nor did the London buying, London actu- 
ally sold more than it bought. But the 
activity over the cable all day was enor- 
mous and quite beyond anything known 


before. 

‘*If Theodore Roosevelt ever hunted bears 
with more success in the Rocky Mount- 
ains than those animals were hunted in his 
name in the Street yesterday he is a luckier 
man than even his tremendous vote testi- 
fied to,"’ said one well-known broker. “I 
only hope that he will do nathing to give 
this market a premature jolt. It's a bull 
market all right now, but you can't always 
sometimes tell.’’

FLAT HOUSES AND CHURCHES. 


Do Not Go Together, Dr. Rainsford Re 
peats—Bribery in Politics. 


In the prefatory notes to the annual year 
book of St. George’s Hpiscopal Church, the 
Rey. Dr. W. 8S. Rainsford, the rector, de- 
elares that it seems to be almost impos- 
sible to interest apartment house dwellers 
in the Church. He pointed out the same 
condition last year, and since undertook a 
special canvass of the apartment houses of 
the neighborhood of the church, in Stuy- 
vesant Square, but all unsuccessfully. On 
the contrary, he found no overwhelming 
difficulty in getting hold of tenement dwell- 
ers, he says. 

Dr. Rainsford also refers to the Slocum 
disaster, ny victims of which were mem- 
bers of his parish. He says: 

“Is it luck, mere luck we depend on, to 
deliver us from the righteous consequences 
of immorality? Every man who knows 
New York knows that boodling joined with 
thoughtless, reckless greed for money is 
the direct cause of such a tragedy. 

_“ Will we never learn that the briber and 
bribe taker are social traitors? That they 
are real Anarchists—the moral Anarchists 


of to-day? They are the real traders in 
flesh and blood. It may be the multi-mill- 
jonaire trying te bribe his way into the 
United States Senate, or it may be the 
little storekeeper trying to gain the unlaw- 
ful use of the sidewalk in front of his 
stand. The one tries to purchase the courts 
and voters; tte other tips the patrolman. 
Neither of them, perhaps, sees the enorm‘ty 
of his crime against free government.” 

Dr. Rainsford-notes a decided falling off 
in church attendance, although for St. 
George's he believes the past one to have 
been the best year since he began his min- 
istry there.

AMERICAN GOOD WILL 
IMPRESSES MR. BRYCE 


“America Stands Alone,” He Says, 
After Seeing Our Election. 


IS GUEST OF CITY CLUB 


R. Fulton Cutting, in Introducing Eng- 
lish Statesman, Praises Him for 
Service to America. 


“America ‘stands alone,” said James 
Bryce, author of “The American Com- 
monwealth,”’ last evening at the reception 
tendered him by the City Club, 55 West 
Forty-fourth Street. 

"I was the spectator,” he continued, 
“while 15,000,000 citizens cast their votes 
for the form of government which they de- 
sired. The results were announced and 
there was no rioting or expression of cha- 
grin. The spectacle was something to be 
proud of. Those who approve of the result 
of the day and those who deprecate it have 
one satisfaction in common. They know 
that the result achieved was achieved by 


the will of the people, 
“The election yesterday was the realiza- 


tion of the prophecy of that writer who 
told of the day when the will of the people 
was reached by counting heads, instead of 
breaking them.” 

Mr, Bryce was the guest of honor at the 
City Club. R. Fulton Cutting, the Vice 
President of the club, presided, and ex- 
Mayor Seth Low delivered the address of 
the evening. Many prominent men were 
present. 

Before the addresses of the occasion be- 
gan Mr. Bryce was introduced to the mem- 
bers of the club and their guests. He 
shook hands with several hundred men. 

In his introductory speech Mr. Cutting 
said that although Americans were never 
lacking in the sense of self-appreciation 
they had thought more of themselves ever 
since the publication of Mr. Bryce's book. 

“To us,’” said Mr. Cutting, “ Mr. Bryce 
is more than the sympathetic student. He 
is the valued instructor. One of a- long 
line of those who have illuminated the 
splendid records of the House of Parlia- 
ment, he speaks with authority. 

** When he drew aside the veil and showed 
us municipal politics he did ys an ines- 
timable service, and the contrast between 
civie conditions at the time of the publica- 
tion of his book and to-day proves it. There 
is still work to be done, but since ‘* The 
American Commonwealth" was_ published 
American critics, from Cape Cod to the 
Golden Gate, and from the great lakes to 
the Gulf, have been redeeming themselves 
from the hands of the spoilsmen.”’ 

Ex-Mayor Seth Low, an old friend of Mr. 
Bryce, told of the advantages of municipal 
government enjoyed by New York. 

Mr. Bryce, who receiyed the warmest 
kind of a welcome, expressed amazement 
at the progress made by American cities in 
the matter of their government. As for 
the credit due him for his ‘‘ American Com- 
monwealth,” he said that he had merely 


recorded the information he had gleaned 


f American citizens. 
oe wrote ‘The American Common- 


wenlth,’"” he said, ‘“‘to try and bring a 
lamp to the darkness of Murope. Il was 
reatly surprised when I found that the 
amp was more valued in the sunlights of 
American freedom.’ 

Mr. Bryce felicitated himself upon the 
fact that Mayor McClellan had said to him 
that the book had first called his attention 
te the interesting preblem of civic v- 
ernment in America. He told of his first 
visit to New York, in the Tweed regime, 
saying that there was afforded him a 
“spectacle of government such as had 
neyer been seen before and will never be 

en again.”’ 

“cy conclusion, Mr. Bryce said that in his 
estimation the existence of the City Club 
and similar organizations was the best sign 
of American interest in municipal govern- 


ment.

ONE POST FAVORITE FIRST 


Go Between Took the Stony Brook Sell- 
“ing Stake in the Last Jump on 
a Muddy Track. 


Racing at the Aqueduct track yesterday 
Was prolific of ‘‘ good things,” and the bet- 
ting in every event of the card foreshad- 
Owed the result, the winners straight 
through being backed so heavily that the 
bookmakers were compelled to restore a 
great part of their winnings of Election 
Day, when not a favorite won. The nomi- 
nal favorites did not fare much better yes- 
terday, as but a single post choice got to 
the winning point first, but as things hap- 
pened the favorites ran and lost for the 
layers rather than for the public. The one 
choice to succeed was the three-year-old 
filly Palette in the selling mile, second on 
the card, and the confidence with which she 
was backed at odds on made even the book- 
makers shiver with apprehension. 

Palette, ridden by the light boy Notter, 
broke with all the best of the start and 
never was headed, winning in a gallop over 
the wet and slightly heavy track, which 
seemed just to suit her, In every other 
race of the afternoon the winner was backed 
down from long odds, Bank, backed from 
12 to 1 down to 8 to 1, taking the first, 
while Istria, backed from 30 to 1 down to 
6 to 1, and Allumeur, backed from 20 to 1 
down to 12 to 1, were other long chances 
that Were successful. 

Aside from th» triumphs of the betting 
men, the racing was noteworthy because cf 
the relationship of the winners to celebrated 
performers of the &urf. The own sister to 
the great horse Waterboy, Zeala, was first 
in her race, while in other contests Al- 
lumeur, haif brother to Ort Wells and Dick 
Wells, and Palette, half sister to the Brook- 
lyn Handicap winner, Dr. Rice, were win- 
ners, 

The stake feature of the card, the Stony 
Brook, selling, at one mile and a sixteenth, 
for three-year-olds and upward, brought 
out a remarkably good lot of selling-class 
horses, five of the six starters recently hav- 
ing figured in stakes and handicaps. Old 
Carbuncle was one of the opening choices, 
but he went back in the betting with such 
speed that he ranked with the outsiders 
long before the call to the post was sound- 
ed, the bulk of the money going on Go Be- 
tween and Lord Badge, which in the end 
had the race between them. 

Lord Badge started the actual favorite, 
and, ridden by Travers, looked to be win- 
ning until the horses were on the post, he 
taking command at the last furlong pole 
after Thistle Heather made the running to 
that point. There Go Between joined in 
the struggle, ond, closing with a flash of 
speed under the whip, got up in the very 
last stride and beat Lord Badge a short 
nose on the post. The finish was so close 
that the decision of the judges was hotly 
disputed by many spectators who were on 
the stretch side of the finish. 

In the six-furlong race for two-year-olds 
Zeala, which beat Trapper at five furlongs 
a few Jays before, repeated the perform- 
ance, though Trapper again was the favor- 
ite. Zeala got such a lead in the early 
stages of the race that Trapper could not 
eateh her. Any one of the five horses in 
the first race might have won at the last 
furlong pole, Bank then showing in front 
and getiing.the decision by a head from 
Monet. Istria led throughout for the fifth 
event, and Allumeur, after making most of 
the running, tovk the last race, ridden out.

DISPUTE OVER BILLIARD MEET. 


Amateur Championship Wanted by Han- 
over Club—Gold Cup Conditions. 


By those in a position tq know it has 
been persistently stated during the past 
week that the annual championship tourna- 
ment of the National Association of Ama- 
teur Billiard Players would be held this 
season at the Hanover Club, Bedford Ave- 
nue and Rodney Street, Brooklyn. Only 
once since the gold cup was first offered, 

1901, has the tournament been held out- 
side of the Brooklyn organization, and that 
occasion was last February, when it was 
contested for at the Liederkrang Club, Fif- 
ty-eighth Street and Park Avenue. Accord- 
ing to the deed of gift under which the gold 
cup was presented to the association, it 
was stipulated that the championship se- 
ries must be held at the Hanover Club, 
without reference to outside wishes, if that 
club elected to hold the tournaments The 
unnual meeting of ‘the’ National 
tion of Amateur Billiarasrtayets will be 
held on Saturday at the Liederkranz Club 
and at that time it will be officially decided 
where and when the competitions will take 
place. 

At @ recent meeting at the Liederkranz 
Club the members expressed their willing- 
need to again undertake the management 
of Ahe championship. In fact, the Lieder- 
kranz billiard foliowers are anxious to get 
the tournament, and several of the other 
organizations represented in the association 
believe that the best interests of the sport 


will be served by holding the series in this 
city. There seems to be an undercurrent 
of feeling about the matter which is likely 
to, lead to a lively meeting. However, the 
association is faced with the deed of gift 
of the gold cup, and in the event of any dis- 
pute the trophy reverts to the Hanover 
Club, and this is probably enough to steady 
matters. At the meeting on Saturday night 
the Hanover Club will be represented by 
John G. Jenkins, Jr., Chairman of its bill- 
iard committee, and several other members, 
who, it is claimed, are prepared to state to 
the association that their club is in a posi- 
tion to manage the tournament in a manner 
superior to any of the previous amateur 
billiard meetings ever held in this country.,

WANTS NO BASEBALL TROUBLE. 


President Powers Says Minor 
Leagues Will Remedy Evils. 


According to P. T. Powers, President. of the 
Eastern League and President of’ the National 
Association of Baseball Clubs, the minor league 
governing body has no idea of taking issue with 
the National Commission. ‘*‘ The new legislation 
that we enacted at the annual meeting of the 
association,’’ says President Powers, ‘‘ we in- 
tend to pugh when our Board of Arbitration and 
National Commission meet in Cincinnati early 
in January. I believe, too, that we will carry 
our point. We represent 186 clubs. Now, if 
one man is drafted from each club there are 
186 players who have advanced in their pro- 
fession in one year.”’ 

President Powers further says that the asso- 
ciation must protect itself and stick to the 
one-man idea, because,as he claims, it will pre- 
vent the major leagues from riddling by draft 
a minor league club that has been built up at 
a big expense. There will be at least one man 
in every club who will easily be worth the 


draft price, and the draft money will be. well 
spent. 

‘““ Nowadays,"’ says President Powers, ‘ the 
big leagues draft for a small amount players 
whom they cannot use, but who would of 
much value to the club they are taken from. 
They generally receive an unsatisfactory trial, 
and are then turned over to some other minor 
league, which gets the benefit of the player's 
experience at no cost save the promise of turning 
him back the following year. This is an evil 
we are trying to remedy.”

IN BURLESQUE GAME 


The Contest Was Funny in All Re- 
spects Except Actual Playing. 


NEW HAVEN HARD LUCK STORY 


Blue Eleven Is Reported to be in Poor 
Condition Physically—Columbia 
Has Hard Practice. 


A “Yale” team went down in defeat before 
the Tigers yesterday afternoon at Prince- 
tin with a score of 28 to 0. At promptly 
3 o’clock the Princeton ‘varsity appeared 
and was cheered heartily by the students, 
and just a few minutes later a stout ag- 
gregation of football players with the blue 
jerseys and large ‘“Y’s” mounted con- 
spicuously on their breasts rushed on the 
field and a strong “‘ locomotive ’’ was given 
for‘ Yale.’’ Over a thousand undergraduates 
had paraded to Osborn Field behind a 
band and were ready to witness the final 
struggle between Princeton's ‘varsity and 
scrub teams, which have been so evenly 
matched all season. During the past seven 
weeks every time the two teams clashed 
it has been for a hard battle, and nearly 
@S many scores have been rolled up by the 
second raters as the first team, but yes- 
terday it was a different story. Although 
four substitutes were used in the line, 
the regulars completely overpowered their 
adversaries, amd during the entire game 
the scrub was helpless. Not once did the 
second team gain a first down, and#at the 
same time they tried in vain to check 
the ’varsity’s attack, which never failed 
to make the required distance. In all de- 
partments of the game the eleven showed 
a high standard of development, and the 
only possible criticism which could be 
made in the playing was too much ag- 
gressiveness. The players seemed too anx- 
ious to get into the scrimmage and showed 
an eagerness which might cost several off 
side penalties in Saturday's game, _—o 
Dutcher, Short, and Stanard were al- 
lowed to rest, again, and their places were 
filled by Daub, Phillips, Holden ana 
Herring, respectively, who showed up well. 
Daub in particular played a brilliant game, 
and on line plunges rivaled Rulin-Miller, 
the sturdy full back. He gained almost 
at will, and made four of the touchdowns, 
King played left half and showed much 
of his last year’s form in running outside 
of tackle, and when tackled he managed 
to twist and squirm his way along for 
several yards. He made the other touch- 
down.

AT COLUMBIA OVAL 


- Big Athletic Games May Be Held 


There in 1906, 
RAPID TRANSIT ONLY NEEDED 


Gustavus T. Kirby Says the Track Has 
No Superior, but Its Future Depends 


en Quick Transportation. 


‘Where is a strong possibility that if the 
egiate athletic championships re- 
turn to this city in 1906, as was intimated 
@t the meeting of the Intercollegiate Ama- 
teur Athletic Association last Saturday 
might, the competition will be held on Co- 
lumbia Oval, at William’s Bridge. Gusta- 
wus T. Kirby of the Graduate Advisory 
Committee said yesterday that, while ef- 
forts were quictly being made to have the 
games held here in two years, nothing was 
yet at all definite regarding the success of 
the plan. 
_ “ There is no field or locality particularly 
im sight,” he added, “nor is any secret, 
quiet attempt being made to secure any 
Special site. The hope has simply been ex- 
pressed that in 1906 conditions will be such 
that there will be a proper place for the 
games here, The committee has considered 
in an informal way the advisability of 
several places, and, while I do not speak 
officially, I am inclined to believe that 
Columbia Oval will be more serviceable 
than any other locality two years from the 
resent time. 

“The great difficulty to the use of Co- 
lumbia Oval at the present time,” con- 
tinued Mr. Kirby, “is its inaccessibility. 
The transportation facilities are poor, and 
there are practically no opportunities for 
handling a large crowd comfortably. If 
this can be obviated, and with the comple- 
tion of the east side Subway through the 
Bronx section a great step toward the 
mere popular use of Columbia Oval will be 
accomplished, I feel that Columbia Oval 
will become very accessible for a large 


| crowd.” 


Mr. Kirby spoke in high terms of the ex- 


@elience of Columbia Oval as an: athletic 


track. He said the track was in splendid 
@ondition; in fact, he added, “there is 
hardly a better athletic track in the coun- 
try than can be found to-day at Columbia 
Oval.” 

The seating accommodations are small, 
but there is ample room to enlarge the 
@tand stands, and in other respects the 
@reunds are large enough to accommodate 
the crowds that generally attend big athlet- 
ie meetings. The few improvements that 
would be needed to the grounds could be 
made in short order. 

Mr. Kirby also pointed out that with 
better facilities for reaching the grounds, 
the Oval would undoubtedly succeed to the 
position occupied for so many years in 
open-air athletics by Berkeley Oval. It 
would become the centre in Great- 
er New York for important amateur com- 
petitions of all kinds. Schoolboy athletes 


would undoubtedly use the field, as they are 
handicapped in having no good field for 
practice or for holding annual games, in 
which a large number of contestants may 
compete. The enthusiasm in athletics in 
the schools implies that within a short 
time a large number of scholars will be 
eager to make use of a good athletic field, 
provided such can be secured in the city. 

Mr. Kirby stated that American League 
Park had not been seriously considered for 
an athletic track, chiefly from the fear that 
its existence as a baseball park could not 
reasonably be assured for many years. An- 
other Gteneventage is that a large amount 
of money would have to be spent in laying 
out a track and making improvements for 
amateur athletic meets. At Columbia Oval, 
on the other hand, everything of this sort is 
ready for instant use. 

At the meeting of the Intercollegiate Com- 
mittee on Jan. 14 definite decision will be 
made regarding the place for next year’s 
games, but it is understood that the event 
will be hel@ on the Harvard Stadium. 
Something more direct may be known at 
that time concerning the possibility of the 
intercollegiate games returning to New 
York in 1906. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Protest Against Classification of Ale Up- 
held—Other Decisions, 


In a decision by Judge Byron 8S. Waite 
the Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers yesterday sustained a protest by the 
United States Express Company, New York, 
against the classification as ale or beer at 
20 cents a gallon of ‘‘ Beacon ale,” which 


is described as a non-alcoholic, unferment- 
ed beverage made from hops. 

The importer claimed that it was dutiable 
at 20 per cent. as a non-enumerated manu- 
factured article, and Judge Waite decided 
that in the absence of fermentation it 
‘acked the essential characteristic of ale or 


er. 
Judge Waite is also the author of a de- 
cision sustaining a protest by Blumenthal 
& Erdman and others of New York against 
the addition by the Collector of certain 
items of commissions to the invoice values.

TO GET MORE TRAINS 


Commuters’ Delegation Meets 
President Mellen. 


TO RESTORE OLD SCHEDULE 


When Road Gets New Bridges it WII! 
Put on Better Engines, He Says— 
More Trains, Maybe. 


President Charles 8S. Mellen of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
met a large committee representing dissat- 
isfied commuters in his office at the Grand 
Central Station yesterday, and promised 
them a new and fuller train schedule and 
various other reforms. The few train 
schedule is to go into effect on or about 
Dec. 1. The other reforms will be inaug- 
urated as soon as practicable. 

One of the trains that will be restored 
is the theatre train that formerly left 
New York at 11:30 P. M. 

On behalf of both President Mellen and 
the commuters it was said that the con- 
ference had been peacef and pleasant 
from beginning to end. But a member of 
the committee added grimly that this was 
altogether due to the fact that Mr. Mellen 
had disarmed all opposition and told them 
that he had had enough, and promising to 
be good to the commuter'’s in the future. 

The idea of holding the conference orig- 
inated with President Mellen himself. He 
wrote to Mayors and village Presidents all 
along the suburban lines of the New Haven 
Road in this State, and told the mthat he 
had been subjected to some very severe 
criticism, and that it had occurred to him 
that the best way of finding out how he 
gould please the commuters would be by 
having them suggest the reforms. Yes- 
terday’s meeting was the result. The del- 
egation was made up of twenty-seven mem- 
bers, nearly all of whom spoke once, and 
some of whom spoke twice or more. When 
the commuters, triumphant and elated, re- 
turned home from the office of the railroad 
company, they declared that President Mel- 
len had certainly got plenty of lay advice 
on how to run a railroad between this city 
and the Connecticut State line. 

_The meeting had been set for 10 o'clock 
yesterday forenoon. The delegates from 
the suburban communities along the New 
Haven Road between New York and Port 
Chester took an early breakfast, and then 
hastened to this city. President Mellen had 
asked for a committee of three from each 
place, but some sent four. Most of the 
delegates made their appearance at the 
appointed hour. This led President Mellen, 
as he entered the Board of Directors’ room, 
where the conference was held, to remark 
in a jocular way that he was glad to see 


them all in on schedule time. 
In addition to Mr. Mellen there were pres- 


ent at the meeting as representatives of the 
company First Vice President Percy R. 
Todd, General Manager S. Higgins, General 
Superintendent O. M. Shepard, Manager 
George L. Connor of Passenger Traffic, and 
T. H. Fennell, Superintendent of the New 
York Division. 

Mr. Mellen got down to business without 
deTay. He told the committee that there 
was a disposition on the part of the New 
Haven Company to meet the commuters 
half way, and more, and that personally he 
was anxious to make things as pleasant for 
them as he knew how. 

“There have been some apparent incon- 
sistencies in the arrangement of train 
schedules in our suburban service,’’ Mr. 
Mellen admitted. ‘‘ There seems to have 
been an impression abroad that the com- 
pany had not acted altogether with a nice 
regard to the convenience and comfort of 
the passengers that utilize the trains on 
that division. As a result the management 
of the road and I personally have been very 
se¥erely criticised. Some of the criticism 
has been justified and some has not. But 
that is now an old chapter. We have met 
here to-day in order to try to come together 
on an arrangement that wiH be mutually 
agreeable. You know, of course, as well as 
I do, that it would be impossible for any 
man to suit everybody, but everything that 
you request, as‘long as it is within reason, 
will receive due consideration, and, if prac- 
ticable, will be adopted.” 

At Mr. Mellen’s suggestion the various 
delegations were heard from, beginning 


with that from Port Chester, which is the 
most remote point on the suburban divis- 
ion. There was a delegation from every 
city, town, or village along the line, except 
Woodlawn, where there is a cemetery. The 
first speaker was Frank H. Brown, Presi- 
dent of the village of Port Chester, who 
headed the delegation from that place. He 
seemed to voice an opinion that had been 
reached by all. In fact, frequent confer-

Mr. Brown said that the first and most 
pressing demand was the arrangement of a 
new train schedule. A continuation of the 
present schedule, he insisted, would Rad to 
the gradual depopulation of all the com- 
munities along the line, including Port 
Chester. He also voiced the complaints of 
the delegates in relation to the slow time of 
the local trains, due very largely to fre- 
Roent hold-ups in the tunnel, and the condi- 
tion of the cars. 

Several of the other delegates spoke in 
the same vein. One of the delegates from 
Larchmont was most insistent that Train 
Nod. 279 should stop at Larchmont at 6:36, 
instead of at 6:07. In the meantime de- 
mands were made by delegates represent- 
ing other communities that the same train 
stop there at times which would be alto- 
gether impossible unless the train could be 
at several places at the same moment. 

President Mellen cut short the discussion 
on this particular point by proposing to re- 
store the schedule which was in force prior 
to May 29, on or about Dec. 1. This met 
with the approval of all of the re ae 
who said that this probably would as 
satisfactory an arrangement as could be 
obtained. he old schedule provided for a 
great number of trains above the number 
run at the present time, and President Mel-s« 
len even volunteered if possible to give 
them even more. This offer was vogorously 
applauded by all the delegates. 

As soon as Mayor Brush of Mount Ver- 
non was requested to attend he invited 
residents of his town to send letters con- 
taining information as to what they desired 
from the managen:ent of the road. This 
resulted in the receipt of some 125 letters. 
The delegates brought them along when 
they came to meet President Mellen. James 
P. Hayes, President of the Common Coun- 
cil of the town, who headed the delegation 
from that place, read a few of them. 

One of these letters referred to a *‘ steam- 
less engine’’ that had stopped in tha mid- 
die of the tunnel. It caused a good /qugh. 
President Mellen said the New York Cen- 
tran ran the tunnel He continued: 

‘In regard to engines, I want to say that 
they are not what they ought to be. But 
bear in mind ‘that Rome was not built in 
one day and that a railroad cannot be rev- 
olutionized in a jiffy. There are three 
bridges on the local division which must be 
replaced before we can think of having 
any heavier engines than those now in use. 
We are spending five millions for new 
bridges just now, and as soon as these 
have been completed we will have a new 
supply of engines and cars for the local 
traffic. Mr. Todd, Who is presentfere, has 
the money and the authority to get all the 
locomotives and cars he requires for the 
suburban service, and if they are not pro- 
vided it will be up to him.” 

This promise seemed to give general sat- } 
isfaction. Among the other demands made 
on Mr. Mellen was that a local express 
service be inaugurated, with New Rochelle 
as terminal. There was also a demand 
that more trains both ways stop at One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street.

GETS AFTER HOGAN NOW. 


Morgan Wants Magistrate Removed— 
What Hogan Says. 


Superintendent of Elections George W. 
Morgan announced yesterday that he 
would at once prefer charges against Mag- 
istrate Hogan to the Appellate Division 
and ask for the removal of that officer 
on the charge that he had flagrantly vio- 
lated the law in refusing to hold persons 
arrested for illegal voting for further hear- 
ings. 

Mr. Morgan will base his action on Sec- 
tion 95 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
which he claims Magistrate Hogan has 
violated. This provides that a Magistrate 
can in his discretion discharge a defend- 
ant from custody if the complainant in 
the action does not appear, but that he 
must adjourn the case should sufficient | 
cause be shown why witnesses or the com- 
plainant is not present. 

Mr. Morgan says Magistrate Hogan re- 


fused to do this in every instance, even 
after he had callqd him up on the telephone 
and presented t matter clearly to him. 

“TI do not care a straw for what the 
Magistrate said about ‘damnable conspira- 
cies’ and all that sort of rot,” said Mr. ; 
Morgan, ‘“ but I do not propose to allow 
him to violate the law, especially when 
he thereby vitiates to a large extent the 
work of this department.”

TREASURER LOCKED IN VAULT. 


Robbers Bound Him and Stole $15,000 of 
County’s Money. 


PRESCOTT, Arizona, Nov. 9.—James B. 
Storm, Treasurer of this county, was to- 
day found locked in the steel vault of his 
office, bound and gagged, with $15,000 miss- 
ing from the cash funds of the treasury. 

Mr. Storm had been in the vault sixteen 
hours when found by his daughter. He 
Says that about 5 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, while seated in his office, two men 
entered the door with handkerchiefs tied 
over their faces, and, presenting a revolver 
at his head, ordered him to throw up his 
hands. 

Storm complied and’ the two men closed 
the door of the office and produced a string 
of baling wire, with which they securely 
bound his feet and hands. They then forced 


a handkerchief into his mouth and pushed 
him inside the vault. 

After gathering up $15,000 and leisurely 
ransacking the office for more money the 
men closed the door of the vault, locked it, 
and departed. Storm was unable to give 
any accurate description of the men.
